I  large ;  that  the  puniahment  actually  decreed  for  rebelliou  waa  Terr 
heavy,  but  that  ftom  thia  puniahment  a  door  of  eacape  waa  atiU 
open. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  Lord  Canning  would  not  have 
resorted  to  a  proclamation  at  all,  had  not  the  state  of  the 
country  rendered  it  impracticable  to  make  known  the  spirit 
and  intentions  of  the  Government  in  any  other  way.  “  The 
**  experience/’  he  says,  “  of  the  past  year  has  furnished  ex- 
‘^amples  of  the  ingenuity  with  which  the  meaning  of  such 
*'  documents  can  be  perverted  by  the  enemies  of  the  State ; 
**  and  it  is  a  fact  that  the  word  of  an  English  officer  of  the 

Government  is  more  trusted  than  a  printed  paper.”  But 
as  the  province  was  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  insurgents 
at  the  moment,  the  object  was  not  to  be  accomplished 
through  officers  at  the  heads  of  moving  columns,  aud  the 
proclamation  was  the  only  alternative. 

We  have  much  reason,  however,  to  rejoice  that  this  was 
the  course  taken.  Had  it  been  otherwise,  Lord  Ellenbo* 

I  rough’s  incitement  to  persevere  in  rebellion  would  have 
I  been  the  only  intimation  to  the  people  of  Oude  of  the  feeN 
!  ing  of  the  British  Government ;  and  let  us  also  remark 
how  fortunate  it  was  that  nothing  feeble  or  vacillating  ap* 
peared  at  that  crisis  under  the  hand  of  the  Governor-Gene¬ 
ral.  Imagine  the  effect  of  a  weak  manifesto  from  Allaha¬ 
bad,  when  it  came  to  be  read  by  the  rebel  chieftains  in 
connection  with  the  simultaneous  confession  by  the  Minister 
in  England  of  a  rotten  title  and  an  immoral  cause.  We 
should  then  have  had  the  two  heads  of  our  Indian  Ad¬ 
ministration,  the  ruler  at  home  and  bis  representative  on 
the  spot,  both  tugging  together  at  the  pillars  of  our  empire; 
they  might  not  have  succeeded  even  with  their  joint  efforts, 
but  according  to  every  probability  as  much  mischief  would 
have  been  done  as  ever  resulted  from  an  unlucky  combina¬ 
tion  in  power  of  human  weakness  and  human  arrogance. 

Lord  Canning  depicts  the  state  of  Oude  before  the  annex- 
aiion,  and  in  the  interval  between  the  annexation  and  the 
mutiny  ;  he  shows  that  to  neither  of  those  states  could  the 
British  Govenment  with  common  prudence  have  suffered  the 
province  to  return,  and  that  no  third  course  remained  but  that 
which  he  adopted  and  proclaimed.  To  the  portion  of  bis 
despatch  in  which  this  argument  is  fully  developed  we 
shall  probably  have  an  opportunity  of  again  adverting. 


LORD  CANNING’S  POLICY. 

Lord  Canning’s  defence  of  his  celebrated  Proclamation, 
in  the  despatches  which  we  publish  in  another  column,  will 
be  read  with  an  interest  little  diminished  by  the  fact  that 
time  and  events  had  already  amply  vindicated  his  conduct. 

The  policy  which  the  Governor-General  in  these  papers 
•0  luminously  explains  and  successfully  defends,  has  long 
since  received  the  sanction  of  the  country ;  and  no  less  dis¬ 
tinct  has  been  the  public  reprobation  of  the  treatment 
which  bis  lordship  met  with  at  home,  while  sustaining  with 
so  much  ability,  amidst  such  huge  difficulties,  our  tottering 
Indian  Empire.  In  fact,  had  not  our  affairs  on  the  Ganges 
been  in  the  hands  of  a  man  as  distinguished  by  his  prudence 
and  temper  as  our  rulers  at  home  were  by  their  folly  and 
violence,  it  is  not  the  embers  of  a  subdued  rebellion  we 
should  now  be  engaged  in  extinguishing,  but  a  general  con¬ 
flagration  in  India,  kindled  by  the  members  of  a  Conservative 
Government. 

It  was  fortunate  for  England,  when  that  memorable 
incendiary  letter  of  the  19th  of  April  reached  Alla¬ 
habad,  that  it  was  not  addressed  to  a  statesman  as  hot¬ 
headed  and  reckless  as  the  writer.  Lord  Canning  in  the 
East  was  the  compensation  for  Lord  Ellenborough  in  the 
West.  Had  the  Governor-General  resigned  at  that  critical 
moment,  on  the  promptings  of  wounded  pride  and  just  in¬ 
dignation,  it  is  hardly  possible  to  exaggerate  the  gravity  of 


caught  preaching  the  high-minded  doctrines  of  Lord  Ellan- 
horough,  as  the  famous  but  unfortunate  Frenchman,  whose 
wronRS  the  first  Canning  immortalised,  w«s  treated  by  the 
stupid  Dey  for  propagating  very  similar  opinions. 

Having  with  a  dignified  brevity  discussed  “the  personal 
"  part  of  the  question,”  Lord  Canning  proceeds  to  justify 
his  proclamation  at  length.  The  Governor-General  felt, 
quite  as  strongly  as  those  who  for  party  purposes  were 
denouncing  him  in  England,  the  broad  distinction  that 
existed  between  the  insurgency  in  Oude  and  a  similar  revolt 
in  any  of  our  old  Indian  provinces : 

I  found  (he  says)  sufficient  reason  for  this  in  the  facts  that  the 
allegiance  of  these  men,  when  they  broke  into  rebellion,  was  little 
more  than  a  year  old,  and  that  they  had  become  British  subjects  by 
no  act  of  their  own :  that  our  rule  had  brought  loss  of  propei^  upon  j 


“  ma,  however  coofidejH  1  might  feel  that  your  Honourable 
**  Committee  would  u^n  consideration  relieve  me  of  the 
**  censure  which  it  oasts  upon  me.  Still  less  necessary  is  it 
**  fdr  me  to  point  out  that  the  publication  of  the  document, 
**  preceded  by  an  authoritative  declaration  of  its  spirit,  is 
“  calculated  greatly  to  increase  the  difficulties  in  which  the 
“  Government  of  India  is  placed,  not  only  by  weakening  the 
“  authority  of  the  Governor-General,  but  by  encouraging 
“  resistance  and  delusive  hopes  in  the  population  of  Oude.” 
His  lordship  then  proceeds  to  announce  the  wise  resolution 
which  he  is  so  much  to  be  honoured  for  taking  under  cir¬ 
cumstances  so  apt  to  make  men  listen  to  the  worst  of 
counsellors. 

No  taunts  or  sarcasms,  oome  from  what  quartsr  they  may,  will  turn 
me  from  the  path  which  I  believe  to  be  that  of  my  pubho  duty.  I 
believe  that  a  change  in  the  head  of  the  Government  of  India  at  this 
time,  if  it  took  plsM  under  the  circumstances  which  indicated  a  repu* 
diation  on  the  part  of  the  Government  in  England  of  the  policy  which 
has  hitherto  b^n  pursued  towards  the  rebels  of  Oude,  would  seriously 
retard  the  pacification  of  the  country.  I  believe  that  that  policy  has 
been  from  the  beginning  mercifril  without  weakness,  and  indulgent 
without  compromise  of  the  dignity  of  the  Government.  I  believe 
that  wherever  the  authority  of  the  Government  has  been  establu^ed 
it  has  become  manifest  to  the  people  in  Oude,  as  elsewhere,  that  the 
indulgence  to  those  who  make  submission,  and  who  are  free  from 
atrocious  crime,  will  be  large.  I  believe  that  the  issue  of  the  procla¬ 
mation  which  has  been  so  severely  condemned  was  thorough^  con¬ 
sistent  with  that  policy,  and  that  it  is  so  viewed  by  those  to  whom  it 
is  addressed.  I  b^eve  that  that  policy,  if  steadily  pursued,  offers  the 
best  and  earliest  prospect  of  restoring  peace  to  Oude  upon  a  stable 
footing.  Firm  in  these  convictions  I  not,  in  a  time  of  unexampled 
diffiotJ^,  danger,  and  toil,  lay  down  of  my  own  act  the  high  trust 
which  1  have  the  honour  to  hold. 

But  unhappily  Lord  Canning  could  only  neutralise  the 
mischiefs  of  Lord  Ellenborough ’s  stirring  address  to  the 
insurgents  as  far  as  depended  upon  himself  personally. 
To  prevent  the  effect  upon  the  rebel  cause,  the  direct  encou¬ 
ragement  to  new  treason  and  protracted  resistance,  wan 
beyond  the  Governor-General’s  power;  the  publication  had 
taken  place ; — “  in  a  few  days,”  says  bis  loHship,  “  it  will 
“  be  read  in  every  station  in  Hindostan.” 

Possibly  it  will  be  gratifying  to  our  late  spirited  Indian 
Minister  to  learn  how  admirably  in  point  of  time  be  aimed 
bis  blow  at  British  authority  in  the  East.  It  was  all  that 
was  wanting.  Lord  Canning  tells  us,  to  make  the  insurrec¬ 
tion  in  Oude  a  national  rising. 

But  moro  especially  do  I  fear  its  immediate  effect  It  cannot  have 
smped  the  notice  of  your  honourable  committee  that  although  the 
risina  against  our  autnority  in  Oude  has  been  general,  almost  uni- 
versu,  it  has  been  singularly  devoid  of  a  nation^  character.  Except 
for  the  purpose  of  reducing  our  garrison  in  Lucknow,  and  afterward 
of  holdmg  the  city  a^nnt  ns,  there  appears  to  have  been  no  common 
MUSS  among  our  assailants.  Since  the  capture  of  Lucknow  we  have 
bad  against  us  the  party  of  the  B(^m  and  her  son,  claiming  to  re- 
Boyal  nunuy  of  Oude ;  the  party  of  Uie  Moulvie,  a  Ma-

We  can  no  longer  remain  silent  respecting  this  new  agi¬ 
tation  of  the  Sarawak  question,  when  we  see  merchants 
that  trade  with  all  the  world,  and  manufacturers  who  manu¬ 
facture  for  all  the  world,  displaying  an  ignorance  of  the 
subject,  while  pressing  it  on  the  Govern ment,  that  would 
insure  their  being  plucked  at  a  middle-class  examination. 
This  ignorance  is  a  comprehensive  one,  for  it  is  geo¬ 
graphical,  political,  and  commercial,  while  in  quality  it  is  of 
the  sort  which  Lord  Macaulay  distinguishes  by  the  epithet 
“  sordid.”  All  this  we  proceed  to  show. 

The  demand  made  on  the  State,  on  behalf  of  Sir  James 
Brooke,  in  petitions  to  parliament,  by  orators  at  publio 
meetings,  and  by  writers  on  bis  behalf,  amounts  simply 
to  the  modest  request  that  the  nation  should  undertake  the 
protectorate  of  the  Bornean  principality  of  Sarawak,  and  re¬ 
imburse  Sir  James  Brooke  for  all  that  he  has  expended  on 
it  for  the  last  seventeen  years.  We  shall  first  state  the 
grounds  on  which  the  recommendation  is  made  to  the  L^[is- 
lature,  and  then  furnish  the  uecessary  refutation. 

It  is  confidently  asserted  that  Sarawak  is  conveniently 
situated  for  a  commercial  emporium,  that  it  commands  one 
side  of  the  maritime  coast  of  the  China  Sea,  that  it  is 
conveniently  situated  for  the  protection  of  British 


many  of  them,  and  upon  some  an  unjust  Iom;  and  that  it  had 
dimini^ed  the  importance  and  arbitrary  power  of  all. 

Such  were  the  reasons  that  determined  his  lordship  as  to 
the  severities  which  were  not  to  be  thought  of,  considering 
the  peculiar  character  of  the  rebellion,  namely,  the  penalties 
of  death  or  transportation, 


He  had  then  to  consider  what 
the  punishments  meet  for  the  case  were,  and  he  states  with 
equal  clearnees  the  views  that  led  him  to  the  decision  upon 
which  he  acted. 

I  have  already  said  that  the  forfeiture  of  the  rights  of  the  soil  is  a 
punishment  which  has  been  repeatedly  enforced  against  rebels  in 
India,  as  well  by  native  rulers  as  by  the  British  Government.  It  is 
one  which  admits  of  being  easily  tempered  and  relaxed  with  more 
or  less  of  lenity,  according  as  considerations  of  policy  or  mercy 
and  the  past  or  future  conduct  of  the  persons  to  be  punished  may 
prescribe.  It  in  no  way  affects  the  honour  of  the  most  sensitive  raj- 
poot  or  Brahmin.  It  would  provide  the  Government  with  the  means 
of  rewarding  in  the  manner  which  is  most  acceptable  to  the  natives 
of  India  the  services  of  those  who  should  be  found  to  deserve  reward. 
It  would  tend  to  the  final  settlement  of  many  of  those  disputes  re¬ 
specting  landed  rights  which  have  been  the  source  of  so  much  strife 
and  animosity  in  Oude. 

Of  all  these  reasons,  perhaps  the  strongest  is  the  second, 
that  the  penalty  of  forfeiture  was  that  which  admitted  best 
of  being  tempered  with  mercy.  Nor  was  this  a  mercy  con¬ 
cealed  in  the  bosom  of  the  judge.  It  was  spread  on  the  face 
of  the  provisional  sentence.  Its  rigours  were  not  more 
distinct  than  the  conditions  of  mitigation  and  avoidance. 
No  doubt,  another  method  might  have  been  adopted  :  the 
punishment  instead  of  the  pardon  m'ght  have  been  made 
contingent.  We  are  convinced  that  Lord  Canning,  addres¬ 
sing  a  province  in  arms,  judged  rightly  in  conditioning  bis 
terms  as  he  did. 

That  proclamation  waa  made  to  declare  the  confiacation,  and  not  to 
threaten  it,  becauae  the  natives  of  India,  while  they  attach  much 
weight  to  a  distinct  and  actual  order  of  the  Government,  attach  very 
little  to  a  vi^e  threat,  whether  conveyed  by  proclamation  or  other 
wise,  while  it  might  safely  be  assumed  that  the  spirit  in  which  the 
clause  treating  of  indulgence  would  be  acted  upon  in  the  districts 
which  should  oe  recover^  would  gradually  become  known  through¬ 
out  the  province,  and  have  conciliatory  effect. 

And  in  his  despatch  to  the  Court  of  Directors,  bis  lord- 
ship  states  the  same  view  more  at  length  : 

I  have  said  that  it  is  in  the  nature  of  those  to  whom  the  prodama- 
ti<m  was  addressed  to  care  very  little  for  the  threats,  but  to  have  a 
neat  respect  for  the  distinct  orders  of  superior  authority.  A  rebel 
landholdn,  to  whom  no  more  ^ould  ^  said  then  that  if  he  did  not 
make  submission  soon  bis  rights  would  be  liable  to  corifiscation, 
would  be  likely  to  t^  for  his  eeospe  to  the  chapter  of  accidents,  and 
to  the  chance  of  avoiding  or  defeating  criminatory  evidence,  and  so

against  public  enemies  and  pirates,  and  finally,  that  it  is  a 
convenient  post  to  facilitate  the  laying  down  of  an  electric 
cable  between  the  Straits  of  Malacca  and  China. 

Now,  from  the  shortest,  easiest,  and  roost  frequented 
route  India  and  Western  Asia  to  China,  Sarawak 

is  removed  by  a  good  J50  miles;  by  the  highway  from 
Europe  to  China  it  is  300  miles  out  of  the  way ;  and, 
by  the  longest  and  least  frequented  route  between  the 
Western  and  Eastern  world,  so  far  as  the  China  Sea 
is  concerned,  it  is  out  of  the  way  by  200  miles.  The  place 
is  out  of  the  usual  beat  of  navigation,  it  bas  no  rich  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  it  has,  as  we  shall  presently  show,  little  to  export 
of  its  own,  and  the  majority  of  its  coosumers  are  half-naked 
savages.  How,  th«>n,  can  it  be  conveniently  situated  for  a 
commercial  emporium  ?  By  what  miracle  is  it  to  be  con¬ 
verted  into  a  Tyro  or  a  Singapore  ? 

Sarawak  is  said  to  be  so  happily  placed  by  nature  as  to 
command  the  southern  side  of  the  China  Sea.  For  this  there 
is  need  of  another  miracle,  because  the  sea  to  be  thus 
commanded,  reckoning  it  from  the  Straits  of  Malacca  to  the 
sea  of  Japan,  is  2,000  miles  in  length, 'or  equal  to  the 
breadth  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean, 'and  l^oause  nearly  at  the 
southern  extremity  of  this  mighty  length,  and  in  a  nook,  is

We  Have  jaet  ehown  that  th* 
place  iaontor  the  way  of  the  rontesof  trade,  and  oonsequenti  v  ^ 
out  of  the  oniiaing>grMind  of  pirates.  The  moet  dangerous 
piratet  o»  the  Archipelago  are  at  present  the  Chinese,  and 
the  nearefet  point  to  Sarawak  that  they  have  ever  been 
known  to  approach  is  500  miles  distant  from  It.  They 
lalurally  keep  to  the  northesn  side  of  the  China  Sea,  where 
thaffe  ia  aoiueihiog  to  ba  got,  and  aa  naturally  avoid  the 
■onthem  side,  where  lie  out  of  the  wav  Sarawak  and  poverty. 
The  next  most  dangerous  pirates  of  the  Archipelago  are 
certain  corsairs  of  ihe  southern  islands  of  the  Philippine 
Archipelago,  and  these  do  occasionally  visit  the  north-western 
aide  of  Borneo,  but  far  more  frequently  the  richer  islands 
of  Java,  Celebes,  the  Moluccas,  and  Pbilippines,  their  route 
to  which  ia  by  a  navigation  700  miles  distant  from  Sara¬ 
wak.  their  native  country  being  at  a  like  distance. 


that,  indeed,  be  would  set  hafVe  been  albwed  to  pasa  into  the 
custom-house  without  delivering  it  to  the  officer  stationed 
at  the  door.

servants  sufficient  to  insure  the  comfort  and  safety  of  the 
public  is  not  employed.  Could  an  indictment  against  a 
railway  company  extend  beyond  this?  Could  oriminatiou 
be  carried  farther  ?  Yet  Cook  alone  is  mado  to  ana  wer 
penally  for  his  oulpable  neglect.  The  man  was  part  of  a  | 
piece  of  defective  machinery.  Where  all  were  bad  he  was  ! 
bad.  How  could  it  be  otherwise  where  insubordination,  j 
unconoeru,  irresponsibility,  were  all-pervading  ?  But  Cook  i 
is  the  scapegoat.  There  is  a  collective  guilt  in  thie  case, 
and  others  of  the  same  class,  which  the  orimioal  law  does 
not  reach.  Compare  the  difference  between  the  working  of 
the  civil  remedy  and  of  the  criminal.  An  ii\jured  party 
proceeds  against  the  Company  and  recovers  damages. 
Cook’s  share  in  the  mischief  is  here  beside  the  (Question, 
snd  the  Company  is  made  to  smart  for  the  general  faultiness 
of  its  management.  But  when  criminal  justice  is  put  in 
motion  it  fastens  not  on  the  general  management,  so 
flagrantly  defaotive,  but  on  the  part  of  it  embodied  in  Cook. 
Yet  who  does  not  feel  that  some  share  of  puiiiehment  is  due 
to  all  who  have  been  parties  to  such  a  state  of  things  as  the 
Coroner’s  jury  have  charged  against  the  Oxford  and  Wor¬ 
cester  Railway  Company?  What  has  been  descried  in 
the  strictures  of  the  jury  amounts  to  a  dangerous  nuisance, 
for  which  all  ought  to  be  made  responsible  whose  acts  of 
eom mission  or  omission  have  contributed  to  the  public  peril 
or  injury.  But  justice  lags  far  behind  railway  companies. 
The  law  has  no  grasp  for  their  offences.  It  was  made  be- 
j  fore  they  existed,  and  can  no  more  be  shaped  to  tlieir  scale 
I  and  complications  of  offence  than  the  harness  of  a  gig  oaii 
be  adjusted  to  the  mHcliinery  of  a  train.  The  new  speci¬ 
alties  of  railway  offences  call  for  new  and  special  Irgislation. 

The  defence  of  this  man,  Cook,  will  bo  the  defectiveness  of  ■ 
the  system  in  which  be  misacted  his  part,  in  ootamon  withj 
all  others,  from  highest  to  lowest.

office  what  would  have  happened  ?  He  had  been  told  that 
if  he  had  not  a  passport  he  must  have  come  without  one, 
and  that  his  story  of  having  delivered  up  bis  passport  was 
a  false  pretence  to  cover  his  violation  of  the  law.  The 
probabiliiy  is,  therefore,  that  the  harshest  step  would  have 
been  taken,  that  be  would  bare  been  apprehended  and 
marched  as  a  prisoner  to  the  nearest  jail.  Another  aud  less 
severe  course,  but  inconvenient  enough,  would  have  been 
sending  him  back  into  Belgium,  where  also  he  would  have 
been  liable  to  pains  and  penalties  for  being  passportless. 
The  least  evil  that  could  have  happened  would  have  been 
the  loss  of  his  place  in  the  train,  and  fare  ;  the  loss,  too,  of 
a  day,  when  a  day  was  of  much  importance  to  the 
luckless  traveller.  And  to  consummate  the  complica¬ 
tion,  the  traveller’s  daughter  was  in  the  train,  and  would 
have  been  carried  on  to  Paris  without  her  father,  or  any 
knowledge  of  what  bad  become  of  him,  for  he  bad  no  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  communicating  the  difficulty  in  which  he  was 
placed  by  the  carelessness  of  the  official. 

This  is  quite  certain,  that  if  the  passport  had  not  been 
found  as  it  was  found,  it  never  would  have  been  recovered, 
for  the  officer  would  have  taken  good  care  not  to  put  himself 
m  the  wrong  by  restoring  what  it  was  easy  to  destroy. 

And  this  may  bap[)eu  to  any  one,  there  being  no  security 
agaiust  the  loss  of  the  passport  when  it  is  out  of  the  owner’s 
possession.  Nay,  cases  may  be  imagined  in  which  a 
malignant  or  fraudulent  purpose  may  be  answered  by  the 
wilful  destruction  of  a  passport.  And  we  believe  that  upon 
all  frontier  suiions  passengers  are  required  to  deliver  up 
their  passports,  and  also  at  the  outports.  At  Boulogne  it 
certainly  is  so,  the  pas8[)ort  being,  as  stated  in  our  last 
number,  given  up,  that  a  permit  of  embarkation  may  be 
granted  in  correspondence  with  it.  And  very  civilly  and 
promptly  is  the  duty  generally  performed  at  Boulogne,  but 
still,  ill  the  interval  of  time,  however  short,  in  which  the' 
traveller  is  without  his  passport,  bis  liberty  is  depondant  or 
the  care  of  the  officer  who  has  the  custody  of  the  precious 
document. 

To  guard  against  such  a  mischance  as  we  have  narrated, 
or  worse  than  mischance,  the  officer  ^bo  takes  the  passports 
ought  to  give  a  receipt  fur  them,  or  some  sort  of  token 
serving  ss  an  acknowledgment,  and  entitling  the  passenger 
to  reclaim  u  passport.

Qw  resd^  who  have  paid  anj  attention  to  the  recent 
ipecobas  of  the  leading  Conaervativea  are  in  a  position 
to  judge  whether  it  is  pwsible  to  conceive  anything  oh 
earth  more  oometaxy  in  j^int  of  subeUnce.  As  it  is  not 
more  difficult  to  conceive  comets  making  speeches,  than 
morning  stars  singing  hymns,  we  actually  fancy  we  hear 
our  present  comet  discoursing  nightly,  we  know  not  to  what 
celeetial  listeners,  in  the  style  of  Mr  Newdegate  or  the 
Marquis  of  Salisbury ;  and  most  singular  it  is  that  from  its 
poaition  at  this  moment  it  seems  to  be  actually  bestowing 
ito  tediousuess  on  the  sign  of  the  Plough,  —  in  fact 
upon  the  agricultural  interest,  which  seems  everywhere  to 
have  the  same  appetite  for  the  stuff  common  to  comets* 
tails  and  Conservative  orations. 

Tha  nucleus,  we  need  hardly  obaarve,  answers  to  what  in 
peliiioi  wie  call  priooipla.  Now  what  do  astronomers  tell  at 
an  this  head?  Why,  that  comets,  as  a  general  rule,  have 
none !  There  is  sometimes  an  appearance  of  principle,  or 
nucleus,  but  it  is  wi  optical  deception.  No  sooner  do  we 
asamine  the  object  closely  than  the  appearanee  vanisbaa. 
There  is  nothing  but  haze,  or  the  cometic  or  hairy  appendage 
from  which  it  derives  its  name. 

Of  this  cbaraoteriitio  and  often  ominous  peculiarity  iu* 
staneas  era  not  wanting  among  oor  eomets  below,  so  com. 
{data  ia  the  parallel  which  has  forced  itself  upon  our  obser* 
vaiioQ.  The  Ellenborough  curls  will  occur  to  everybody. 
Thera  waa  a  comet  indeed!  What  a  grand  specimen 
of  a  hirsute  luminary  the  world  beheld  in  a  lata  Con- 
•arvative  eolonel.  Then  we  have  Mr  Disraeli's  coma, 
surely  as  great  a  prodigy  of  “  horrid  hair  ”  as  ever 
tsrrifiad  a  gailty  or  an  innocent  nation.  No  doubt  our 
Chauaellor  of  Exchequer  would  greatly  prefer  a  tail, 
semething  to  add  to  his  importance  by  following  him ;  but 
it  is  not  given  to  all  eomets  to  have  those  dignided  ap¬ 
pendages,  which  is  probably  from  the  rare  occurrence  of 
a  outlaws,  or  aamething  substantial,  whethar  physical  or 
moral,  to  baug  a  tail  on. 

In  tha  amazing  speed  which  these  public  characters  ac¬ 
quire  as  they  approach  the  sun,  we  have  another  point  of  ob¬ 
vious  similitude  to  their  brethren  of  the  parliamentary  system. 
AH  who  knew  anything  of  constitutional  astronomy  are  aware 
that  a[^elion  corresponds  with  opposition,  and  perihelion 
with  place.  Hence  the  violent  hurry  of  your  comet  to 
esaspa  faun  tha  former  draarv  regions,  and  get  to  the  warm 
and  eoay  part  of  his  orbit.  On  the  other  hand,  observe  the 
different  pace  with  which  he  slinks  back  to  aphelion,  or,  ini 
political  parlance,  **  goes  out,*’  whether  by  virtue  of  laws  | 
wkish  be  cannot  raaiet,  or,  as  sometimes  happens,  when  hia  i 
fdaee  gmwa  too  hot  to  hold  him. 

Again,  when  a  comet  is  gone  (the  Ellenborough,  for  ex-  ‘ 
ample),  is  there  not  a  universal  feeling  of  relief?  Only  people  ^ 
wlmara  equally  eccentric  aver  desire  toeee  it  in  place  agHiu, 
far  the  obvious  reason  that  it  invariably  exoitat  more  or  leas 
alarm,  and  a  general  sense  of  insecurity.  The  parallel  here 
is  perfect,  lu  fact,  the  popular  feelings  towards  the  two 
spaoias  are  precisely  tha  same.  They  ^th  keep  the  world 
starmg,  gossiping,  and  asking  the  very  same  questione. 
What  will  they  do?  Whither  are  they  driving?  What 
does  it  portend?  Are  they  of  any  use?  Can  they  possibly 
do  us  auy  service  ?  Are  they  not  much  more  likely  to  do 
harm  than  good? 

Bara  and  there,  indeed,  a  person  Is  to  be  found  who 
takas  tbair  part  out  of  tha  love  of  paradox.  They 
am  the  ieedara-  of  the  sun,  fioraooth,  as  if  it  was  not 
the  auo  or  the  treasury  that  fed  them ;  they  bring  fine 
aeaaona  in  their  train,  wonderful  harvests,  plentiful  vin- 
tagas,  full  granges  and  frowiog  eachequers ;  but  the  world 
will  not  be  imposed  on ;  a  comet  is  a  comet,  and  Con¬ 
servatism  is  Conservatism.  We  fear  them  less  than 
formerly,  but  we  do  not  love  them  more.  If  they  no 
langar  affright  or  diacoucart  aociaty  aa  io  other  days,  it 
ia  juat  baoausa  they  are  now  pretty  well  understood ;  wa  all 
knew  what  flimsy  and  squeezable  materials  they  are  made 
of,  and  how  little  they  have  it  in  their  power  to  do  serious 
H^ury  to  any  of  the  ^at  interests  of  the  system.  Solid 
planets  and  solid  principles  can  afford  to  despise  them.  A 
comet  of  the  one  kind  is  known  to  have  swept  upon  one 
oacaaiOD  right  through  the  satellites  of  Jupiter,  without 
putting  the  veiy  least  of  them  so  much  as  a  mile  out  of  its 
way,  just  as  a  comet  of  the  other  sort  came  suddenly  rush¬ 
ing  in  tha  aouese  of  last  session  into  the  midst  of  the  affairs 
of  the  nation,  without  succeeding  in  damaging,  or  even  in 
8en>ubly  retarding,  a  single  popular  object.  On  the  contrary, 
the  comet  was  the  only  party  that  suffered,  forced  noUnt 
volenf  out  of  its  Tory  orbit.  Never  did  any  poor  object, 
oeleatial  or  terroatrial,  undergo  such  an  amount  of  distur¬ 
bance  ia  ao  abort  a  period,  and  yet  it  is  predicted  on  strong 
^unda  that  a  mueb^  raora  aerious  deflection  awaits  it,  if  it 
does  not  disappear  *ia  the  meantime,  which  ia  thought  to 
be  no  improbable  event. 

The  Obineae  astronomers  eall  a  comet’s  tail  its 

broab,**  and  the  likeness  to  that  uaeful  inatnunent 
ttoat  strika  everybody.  An  interesting  question  at  pre- 
Mnt  is,  whether  the  brush  of  the  comet  now  blazing 
is  an  assurance  of  a  correspouding  brush  iu  prepara¬ 
tion  by  her  Majesty’s  Ministers  to  sweep  away  the  abuses 
of  the  representative  system.  This  is  certainly  our 
own  opinion,  confirmed  by  the  fact  that  a  brush  or  broom 
made  of  the  materials  or  the  tall  is  exactly  the  one  that  a 
Derbyite  minlatry  wodd  naturally  select  for  an  operation 


of  the  kind.  The  comet  indeed  promises  the  house  s 
sweeping,  but  it  tells  us  at  the  asm#  tiros  what  it  is  oui) 
too  likely  to  be  swept  with,  if  Utrd  Dvrbj  and  his  house- 
maids  are  the  sweepers.  Could  we  see  the  cabinet  brush, 
we  should  only  see  a  copy  of  that  which  is  now  making  a 
show  of  sweeping  the  firmament*  Astronomers  even  suit- 
peot  the  brush  to  be  hollow,  and  for  our  part,  wo  believe  iu 
the  hollowneaa  of  the  two  brushes.  The  thing  is  too  iraus- 
parent.  We  can  see  through  both  perfectly  well. 

The  subject  of  orbite  would  lead  ua  too  far,  Uiough  we 
could  find  something  to  say  on  the  paths  of  some  of  our 
cometary  statesmen.  Soma  have  been  so  zigzag  as  to 
ba  only  comparabla  to  the  orbit  of  Enoke’s,  which  is 
ascertained  to  be  a  spiral,  aach  suooeaaive  coil  bringing  tha 
comet  nearer  and  nearer  to  the  sun,  analogous,  as  wa  have 
said,  to  a  gradual  approximation  to  Downing  Street.  The 
only  individual  orbit  we  shall  allude  to  is  Mr  Disraeli’s,  who 
upon  the  ooeasion  of  his  last  remarkable  appeanuico,  when 
he  was  well  observed,  was  clearly  shown  to  be  one  of  tho 
hyperbolic  comets.  And  this  may  perhaps  account  for  his 
failing  to  return  to  hia  constituents,  who  have  been  some 
time  anxiously  expecting  him.  Hyperboles  on  earth  corre¬ 
spond  to  hyperbolas  in  the  heavens ;  both  courses  agree  in 
leading  the  bodies  or  personages  that  pursue  them  to 
monstrous  aud  extravagaot  lengths  exceedingly  unfa- 
vournbla  to  their  reappearance. 

Were  we  to  go  through  the  list  of  comets  on  astronomical 
record,  we  doubt  not  but  we  should  be  able  to  find  the 
exact  counterpart  of  each  in  tho  annals  of  Conservatism. 
The  Comet  of  a.d.  500  produced  an  epidemic  of  sneezing  ; 
wo  certainly  cannot  ataia  with  confidence  that  any  Tory 
Comet  ever  had  precisely  the  same  effect,  but  there  are 
instances  without  number  of  snch  eomets  producing  an 
epidemic  of  yaioning,  which  is  only  another  variety  of  ner¬ 
vous  or  muscular  affeotion.  Tha*  Comet  of  Biela,  however, 
is  the  roost  remarkable  we  are  acquainted  with  for  the  coin¬ 
cidence  of  its  fortunes  with  those  of  the  Conservative  party. 
It  appeared  in  1845-6,  at  tho  period  of  the  great  struggle 
between  Free  Trade  and  Protection.  We  need  hardly  say 
that  the  Comet  took  the  latter  aide,  for  that  waa  a  matter  of 
course ;  in  fact  it  symbolized  the  Protectionist  intereat  in 
its  own  sphere.  And  so  perfect  was  the  representation, 
that  it  actually  split  in  two,  just  as  the  Conservatives  did 
after  Sir  Rol>ert  Peel  had  declared  against  the  corn-laws. 
The  comet  flung  off  was  called  the  Companion,  but  it 
ought  to  have  b^  named  from  tha  Peelites,  like  wbom, 
after  making  a  figure  for  tome  time,  it  gradually  faded 
away,  until  it  may  be  said  to  have  become  politically 
extinet. 

We  are  now  watching  tha  praaent  Comet  with  great  in¬ 
terest,  not  without  a  lively  anticipation  that  it  will  follow 
the  coursa  of  Biela’a.  We  may  be  wrong  in  considering 
it  aa  a  type  of  the  Derby  Administration,  but  if  we  are 
right,  there  will  be  another  Conservative  schism,  and  both 
heaven  and  earth  will  bear  witness  to  it. 


RIVAL  EXPLOITS. 

Two  aquatic  exploits  have  this  week  laid  claim  to  public 
admiration.  A  yacht  of  forty-five  tons  has  been  navigated 
from  New  York  to  Southaropton  by  an  American,  the 
builder  of  the  vessel,  assisted  only  by  two  lads  not  bred  to 
the  sea.  She  encountered  some  bad  weather,  and  was  re¬ 
peatedly  obliged  to  lie  to,  but  nevertheless  accomplished 
the  voyage  in  about  two  montha.  The  accuracy  of  the 
landfall  is  the  most  remarkable  part  of  the  matter,  especially 
as  the  navigator  was  not  a  seaman  by  profession,  8«*illy 
wae  the  first  Eurofiean  land  sighted,  and  next  the  S<art. 
As  for  the  s'ze  of  the  vesael,  a  cutter  of  forty-fiva  tuns  is 
large  enough  to  go  anywhere,  provided  she  oan  stow  away  i 
the  necessary  storea  of  water  and  provisions.  Some  of  tlie 
great  early  d'sooveriea  were  made  in  craft  of  less  than  forty  i 
tons,  and  a  well-handled  boat  of  Uiat  aiae  will  often  be  j 
quite  snug  and  safe  when  a  great  ahip  will  be  making  bad 
weather.  When  it  comes  to  the  worst  the  little  craft  will 
lie  to,  and  bob  up  and  down  in  a  raging  tea  like  a  duck.  It 
is  only  necessary  to  keep  a  littla  life  in  her  by  steering 
80  that  she  may  have  some  amali  way,  for  if  the  helm  be 
lashed  to  leeward  she  nsay  in  falling  off  chanea  to  be  struck 
by  a  sea  iu  the  trough,  and  ao  filled  and  sunk.  Thb  it 
an  aocidant  which  sometimes  happens  to  the  pilot  boats 
whose  crews  prefer  tbair  sleep  to  meir  safety.  One  hand, 
however,  at  the  helm  would  gnard  agaiusi  danger.  Some 
few  years  ago  a  yacht  of  much  less  tl^n  forty  tons,  owned, 
if  we  mistake  not,  by  Oapt,  Corrie,  went  to  the  West 
Indies,  the  master  being  no  navigator,  and  finding  his  way 
simply  by  holding  a  aouth-waatariy  eoarst.  The  owner  was 
ill  in  his  cabin,  and  could  land  no  assistauoe. 

The  present  case  of  the  American  ia  more  remarkable, 
however,  from  the  faot  that  her  little  crew  were  unskilled, 
unpractised  landsmen,  aua  nevertheless  undaunted  by  the 
perils  of  a  transatlantic  voyage. 

Tho  other  aquatic  exploit  is  quite  of  a  different  character, 
the  freah-water  trip  of  six  Euglish  gentlemen,  in  a  four- 
oared  gig,  from  Asnikrea  on  the  Seine  to  Antwerp,  by  rivers 
and  canals.  There  ia  really  no  more  in  this  than  in  a  pull 
up  to  Richmond,  multiplied  by  thirty  or  forty.

The  inability  to  hold  the  boat  against  the  stream  is  rather 
unaccouutable,  as  the  same  crew  had,  we  are  told,  rowed 
her  up  the  sluice  of  a  weir.  We  hope  the  American  navi¬ 
gator  will  not  read  this  accoaut  of  tha  parila  encoantered  by 
six  English  gentlemen  io  the  Meuse,  for  he  cannot  boast  of 
having  surmounted  any  dangers  of  a  like  magoituda  in 
oroaaing  the  broad  Atlantic. 

EARLY  LESSONS  IN  INTOLERANCE. 

There  is  raging  just  now  a  hot  perseoution  of  a  apecies, 
or  more  properly  sect  of  the  race  of  flies,  commonly  sailed 
Father- Long-Legs,  from  the  peculiarity  of  his  j^ysioal 
conformation,  with  which  we  are  all  familiar.  Tha  reason 
assigned — as  there  is  never  wanting  a  pretext  for  thainduU 
gence  of  the  evil  propensities  of  our  nature — for  punsuing 
with  such  acrimony  these  poor  spindle-shanked  insectariana 
is  that  they  are  guilty  of  oertain  alleged  ravagee  of  the 
verdure  of  the  parks,  aa  well  aaof  the  paaturea  and  meadowa 
round  about  London.  One  would  suppoae  the  burning  anna 
of  an  unusually  hot  summer  might  sufficiently  explain  tho 
desolation  in  question,  without  holding  up  any  poor  Engliah 
fly  to  abhorrence  and  execration,  as  if  he  were  no  better  than 
a  locust.  But  surely  the  absurdity  of  the  charge  is  mani¬ 
fest  enough  on  the  most  superfioial  glance  at  the  aocuaed, 
who  ought  to  be  as  plump  as  a  blue-bottle  (the  very  bishop 
of  the  fly  community),  if  he  were  the  glutton  ha  is  affirmed 
to  be ;  whereas  his  meagrenoss  is  notoriously  a  jest  even 
among  the  grasshoppera,  aud  a  blade  of  grass  would  be  a 
meal  for  the  whole  of  his  nation.  Ths  truth  is,  we  have 
too  much  reason  to  believe  that  this  ia  nothing  but  a  oaaa 
of  pious  persecution,  the  origin  of  which  is  to  be  traced  to 
the  insect’s  character  in  the  religious  world,  which  again 
is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  familiar  and  only  too  popular  nursery 
rhyme  which  runs  as  follows : 

Old  Father- Long- Legs  wont  say  his  prayers, 

Take  him  by  the  left  leg,  and  throw  him  down  stairs. 

The  prejudice  excited  against  the  Father  (for  whose  holi¬ 
ness,  be  it  observed,  we  have  no  notion  of  contending)  by 
this  intolerant  couplet  Is,  we  feel  assured,  the  moving  cause 
of  the  persecution  he  and  his  innocent  grubs  are  now  en¬ 
during,  notwithstanding  the  boasted  enlightenm»-nt  of  the 
age,  and  all  that  our  Russells  and  Broughams  have  done 
to  establish  the  principles  of  religious  liberty.  It  may 
he  true  that,  like  the  Oyraon  of  Diyden’s  fable,  Father- 
Long.  Legs  “  shuns  the  Church,  nor  iiwes  mudi  to  pray 
but  surely  his  deficiencies  in  prayer  seem  to  be  made  up  by 
fasting,  aud  at  all  events,  whatever  his  devotional  exercises 
may  be,  he  is  entitled  to  practise  them  freely,  even  were 
the  promise  ever  so  fair  of  curing  him  of  his  heterodoxy 
by  pains  knd  penalties,  not  to  speak  of  actual  extermination. 
We  see  in  this  matter  more,  {perhaps,  than  other  people,  but 
we  attach  immense  importance  to  early  impressiofis,  and 
think  **  principiit  obsta  ’*  a  maxim  of  the  souiiilest  wisdom. 
Our  children  receive  their  earliest  lessotis  in  intolerance 
from  the  proceedings  recommended  towards  a  |ioor  fly  in 
the  illiberal  verses  we  have  quoted.  Let  the  enthusiasts  for 
middle-class  education,  liut  especially  all  who  address  them¬ 
selves  to  the  m'nds  ot  children,  or  take  a  part  in  the  ma¬ 
nagement  of  infant-schools,  weigh  well  the  subject  to  which 
we  have  felt  it  our  duty  to  call  their  attention.  A  revision 
of  the  Liturgy  is  at  present  much  discusaed,-— might  not  a 
revision  of  nursery  rlwmes  have  its  advantages?  We 
would  suggest  a  Royal  Uommission. 

MORAL  AND  SOCIAL  PfiCULIARITIBS  OF  SCOTLAND. 

TO  THB  EDITOa  OT  TU  *BXailIKBa. 

Sir,  I  observe  that  In  the  Examiner  of  the  Sod  in»t.  you  re¬ 
peat  a  statement  which  recently  appeared  in  your  journal,  to 
the  effect  that  *'  not  many  weeks  sines,  when  a  party  of  exour* 
sionists  landed  from  a  steamer  at  Glasgow  (on  Sunday),  they 
were  booted,  hissed,  and  subjected  to  every  indignity  short  of 
personal  violence,  by  a  mob  allejged  to  have  been  set  on 
some  of  tho  Glasgow  clergy.*’  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  tbu 
statement  is  without  foundation,  and  to  any  one  acquainted 
with  ths  composition  of  a  Glasgow  mob  it  carries  absurdity  on 
its  faos.  You  go  on  to  say  that  illegUimate  births  **  are  eon- 
fsssediy  on  the  increase  in  many  of  the  most  important  imd 
populous  dif^triots  ”  of  Sootland.  This  is  a  mistake.  Ia  the 
first  place  the  illegitimate  births  art  not  most  numerous  in  the 
"important  and  populous,**  but  in  the  eomparatively  thiniy- 
peopied  and  unimportant  districts  of  Scotland,— the  proportion 
of  such  births  in  Banff  and  Naim  in  the  far  north,  and  in  Kirk¬ 
cudbrightshire  in  the  extreme  south  of  the  country,  being  more 
than  double  that  existing  in  the  counties  of  Lanark  and  Ren¬ 
frew,  which  contain  the  towns  of  Glasgow.  Paisley,  and  Green¬ 
ock,  and  other  crowded  seats  of  commercial  industi^.  It  is  not 
unworthy  of  notice  that  the  agricultural  districts  in  which 
licentiousness  prevails  to  such  a  startling  extent  have  for  more 
tj»aa  a  century  been  rite  strongholds  of  Moderatism.  which,  an 
everybody  knews,  is  exaetly  the  oppoeitaof  Puritankm.  LmU^,

Then  followed  a  sore  trial  to  the  yonng  couple  in  the 
death,  soon  after  birth,  of  their  first  child.  The  long  letter 
which  tells  of  this,  by  its  simplicity  of  detail  and  because  it 
is  the  detail  of  a  sorrow  borne  by  brave  and  tender  hearts,  is 
deeply  touching.  Through  what  probation  in  the  death  of 
her  first-born  and  in  the  death  of  her  husband  the  chaplain’s 
wife  passed,  without  losing  strength  to  be  a  helper  of  other 
men  in  their  own  hours  of  sorrow,  it  is  well  to  feel : 

My  dearest  Mother, 

.  .  .  .  Edward's  letter  had  just  been  put  into  my  in 
which  he  expressed  a  wish  that  there  might  by  this  time  be  three  of 
us,  instead  of  two ;  and  his  wish  was  soon  gratified,  for  at  half-past 
eight  in  the  eren^  of  December  30,  my  first-born  was  ushered  mto 
the  world,  and  highly  delighted  I  was  to  hear  Mrs  Pender,  the  nurse 
say.

,  she  told  me  the  baby  had  just  had  a  convulsion 
Not  liking  the  nurse’s  account,  and  fearing  the  re¬ 
sult  of  another  fit,  if  one  came  on,  I  baptixed  the  child,  calliog  him 
Henry  Allnatt  We  thought  it  better  not  to  tell  Emmie  of  his  ilitM*— ^ 
until  the  dector  came  again.  When  he  did  come,  he  told  me  for  the 
first  time  that  the  child  had  been  very  delicate  from  his  birth,  and 
that,  though  he  certainly  might  get  well  and  Uve,  he  thought  it  very 
likely  he  would  not  So,  by  his  advice,  I  then  told  Emmie  he  was 
unwelL  She  took  the  alarm  at  once,  and  was  very  much  distressed, 
but  soon  recovered  and  became  quite  composed.  ....  He  was 
in  his  mother’s  bed  nearly  all  the  time.  I  nursed  him  myself  for 
about  an  hour  by  the  fire.  I  went  to  sleep,  and  when  I  awoke  I 
found  our  little  darling  much  quieter,  and  I  nought  better ;  but  Em¬ 
mie  did  not  think  so . The  muse  took  him  away  from 

her,  and  held  him  near  the  fire,  and  then,  after  gasping  for  breath  a 
little  while,  he  died.  Poor  little  boy!  I  prayed  very  earnestly  that 
he  might  be  spared,  but  it  was  not  to  be.  Mrs  Pender  carried  om 
little  dead  lamb  back  to  his  mother,  and  it  was  piteous  to  see  how  she 
folded  him  to  her  arms  and  cried.  After  a  while  the  nurse  carried 
him  away,  and  laid  him  out  in  his  little  basket  cradle,  just  below 
Emmie’s  bed,  where  she  could  look  into  it.  .  .  .  .  In  the  even¬ 
ing,  Emmie,  who  had  been  very  quiet  up  to  this  time,  and  had  been 
intently  watohing  baby’s  face  as  he  lay  Decide  her  in  the  cradle,  had 
an  alarming  hysterical  fit  ....  Dr  Partridge  desired  he  might

Breakfasted  with  Captain  Corbett  at  the  52nd  mess.  At  breakfast 
were  two  or  three  of  the  Eton  men,  who  are  in  the  regiment  One  of 
them,  Mr  Crosse,  told  me  that  be  had  just  seen  my  name  in  £eW$ 
Life.  It  was  in  BelTe  account  of  the  late  match  with  Cambrid^  in 
which  he  has  given  lists  of  all  the  former  crews.  I  told  him  I  was 
not  ashamed,  aa  I  had  two  bishops  to  keep  me  in  countenance,  whose 
names  appear  in  the  same  paper.  I  then  read  the  account  of  the  race, 
which  gTMtly  interested  me. 

And  the  letter  chatters  on  over  its  details.  He  had  a  pull 
against  tide  up  the  Hoogley,  and  an  early  morning  pull  in 
a  four-oar  on  the  river  at  Lucknow  preceded  the  serious  at¬ 
tack  of  fever  brought  on  by  his  devotion  to  the  sick  after 
the  outbreak  of  cholera.  His  aocount  of  his  illness  in  a 
letter  to  his  mother  contains  one  of  the  best  descriptions  of  a 
mind  in  delirium  that  we  have  read  for  a  long  while.  Its 
quiet  accuracy  sorely  discredits  many  an  overcharged  ela¬ 
boration  of  the  novelist. 

On  Wednesday  night,  six  days  after  I  was  taken  ill,  they  gave  me 
a  sleeping  draught.  In  the  course  of  the  night  I  became  delirious.

The  name  of  the  brave  over-worked  chaplain  who  died  in 
the  siege  of  Lucknow,  and  the  noble  devotion  of  his  widow 
to  the  sick  and  wounded,  are  well  known  wherever  there 
are  Englishmen  to  read  the  story  of  the  Indian  war.  Mr 
Polehainpton’s  brothers  now  publish  a  very  brief  memoir  of 
bis  too  brief  life,  together  with  some  of  his  home  letters 
from  Lucknow,  his  journal,  and  some  other  records.  We 
have  by  this  time  re^  many  Lucknow  books,  and  we  begin 
to  note  in  them  as  something  remarkable  the  absence  of  all 
sameness.  The  leading  facts  of  the  siege  are  in  all ;  the 
same  men  live  and  move  in  all ;  but  every  writer  who  was 
one  of  the  imperilled  garrison,  stirred  to  the  depths  by  the 
peril  of  the  situation,  by  the  demand  on  the  whole  man  in

**  Above  his  head

And  shouted,  *  Victory.’  *’ 

And  I  did  shout  Victory,”  so  loud  as  to  make  the  house  ring  again. 
By  and  by  I  got  very  faint,  and  thoi^ht  I  was  dying.  I  was  per¬ 
fectly  happy.  I  heara  their  voices  fidntly  about  me,  but  I  could  not 
spea^  and  did  not  wish  to  do  so.  And  then  I  fainted,  or  fell  asle^. 
Presently  I  awoke  again,  and  found  myself  m  the  same  room  with 
the  same  persons  round  me.  I  thought  I  was  dead ;  that  it  was  the 
judgment-day,  and  that  I  was  only  waiting  for  the  angels  to  carry  me 
away  to  judgment  I  felt  perfectly  safe  and  secure,  "  my  iniquities 
blotted  out,  and  my  sins  covered.’’  I  prayed  for  aU  of  you,  and  in¬ 
quired  if  you  were  safe ;  and  I  thought  a  voice  told  me  to  srait  God’s 
pleasure  and  I  should  know  all.  Then  Hutchinson  and  Fayrer  every 
now  and  then  would  oome  suddenly  to  me  and  try  to  rouse  me.  I  sang, 
I  fancy  to  myself^  for  Emmie  says  she  did  not  near  me,  **  Lend,  lend 
your  wings,"  but  I  stopped  at  "  I  mount,  I  fly.”  Emmie  says,  how¬ 
ever,  that  I  chanted  part  of  a  chant  quite  correctly,  which  I  don’t  re¬ 
member  doing.  I  don’t  know  how  long  all  this  took,  but  I  fancy  about 
two  hours.  In  the  meanwhile  the  doctors  had  oome  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  I  ought  to  be  taken  to  some  other  house ;  and  Mr  Gubbins 
begged  that  they  would  take  me  to  his,  and  he  came  with  Dr  Fayrer 
to  mine.  FresenUy  I  was  seized  upon  by  four  men,  and  carried  mto 
Dr  Fayrer’s  close  carriage,  which  was  at  the  door.  I  had  an  idea 
that  they  would  take  me  to  the  church,  and  that  then  I  should  go  to 
heaven,  and  I  was  disappointed  when  they  passed  it  and  drove  to  Mr 
Gubbins’  house.  There  they  took  me  out  and  carried  me  up -stairs, 
and  put  me  on  the  bed  in  the  same  room,  in  which  we  slept  for  three 
weeks,  when  we  first  came  to  Lucknow.  I  slowly  came  partially  to 
myself,  but  I  was  not  quite  right  for  any  length  of  time  for  nearly  a 
fortnight.  What  between  leeches  and  blisters,  I  had  pain  enough  ; 
for  ^n^  leeches  are  not  like  English ;  they  are  as  bad  as  Bengal 
tigers. . 

What  babies  we  are  when  we  are  recovering  from  sickness !  I 
used  to  delight  so  in  flowers.  Dear  Emmie  useu  to  bring  two  beau¬ 
tiful  passion  flowers,  all  wet  srith  dew,  and  put  them  on  a  pillow  for 
me  to  look  at  every  morning,  when  1  was  so  weak  that  I  could 
scarry  lift  my  head.  She  us^  to  send  me  passion  flowers  firom  the 
Crescent  before  we  were  married ;  so  her  doing  so  here  had  the  charm 
of  bringing  back  old  memories,  and  so  added  beauty  to  the  flowers. 
Passion  flowers  are  almost  the  same  here  as  in  England.  I  used  to 
like  to  get  all  the  jewellery  I  could  on  the  bed,  and  Enunie’s  gold 
bracelet  Anything  with  c^ur  in  it  I  delighted  in.  I  fancy  it  is  so 
with  all  sick  people. 

For  the  indications  of  character  contained  in  it  we  may 
quote  also  this  passage  from  a  home  letter : 

WedtutAijf,  Oet.  22<L — Yesterday  I  kept  no  journal ;  I’ll  tell  you 
why.  At  six  o  clock  I  went  out  for  a  rule.  I  hadn't  mne  a  hun¬ 
dred  yards  before  I  heard  horses  behind  me,  and  Mr  Gubbins’  voice 
saying,  ”  Ah  !  that’s  what  he  calls  getti^  up  early.”  I  turned 
round,  and  there  were  Mias  Ommaney,  Mr  Gubbins,  and  Dr  Fayrer. 
Dr  Fayrer  turned  off  to  make  a  visit ;  the  two  others  came  on  with 
me.  We  walked  our  horses  through  the  station,  and  then,  coming  to 
a  sandy  road,  where  I  had  never  been  before,  Mr  Gubbins  propo^ 
a  gallop ;  so  off  we  went.^  We  had  ridden  about  three-quarters  of  a 
mue,  when  a  native  ran  right  across  Mias  Ommaney’s  horse,  and  got 
knocked  down,  but  was  not  hu^  as  it  was  sandy.  I  remember  rid¬ 
ing  on  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  further,  and  becoming  from  some 
cause  or  other  rather  unsteady  in  my  saddle:  and  then  I  don’t  re- 


active  work.  The  inventions  of  the  novelist  are  good  in¬ 
deed  if  they  are  not  surpassed  in  interest  by  records  like 
those  in  the  volume  now  before  us. 

A  greal  charm  in  this  particular  book  is  that  it  contains 
the  story  of  an  ordinary  English  clergyman,  essentially  an 
University  man,  with  his  heart  still  dwelling  on  the  cricket 
field  and  college  boat  race,  a  man  not  a  whit  more  learned 
or  more  brilliant  than  a  thousand  others  of  his  class,  doing 
most  unaffectedly  what  hundreds  more  would  have  been  glad 
to  do,  typ-*,  as  we  feel,  of  a  large  class  of  English  gentlemen 
who  can  be  true  heroes  when  occasion  offers.  Mr  Pole- 
bampton  died  at  the  early  age  of  thirty-three.  He  was  a 
clergyman’s  son,  sent  when  eight  years  old  to  Eton,  there 
in  good  credit  among  his  schoolfellows  as  a  fearless,  honest 
boy,  a  stout  swimmer,  a  good  oar,  and  the  first  choice  out  of 
the  Eleven  in  which  he  once  played  in  the  Public  School 
matches  at  Lord’s  Cricket  Ground.  He  went  to  Oxford  at 
the  age  of  eighteen,  as  scholar  of  Pembroke  College,  passed 
his  examination  creditably  without  seeking  honours,  but  was 
high  in  honour  for  his  upright  life,  and  for  the  sincerity  of 
a  religious  spirit  free  from  cant  He  was  a  sturdy  swimmer 
still,  and  once  received  the  silver  medal  of  the  Royal  Humane 
Society  for  having  at  peril  of  his  own  life  saved  a'  man  from 
drowning  in  the  Lasher.  Boating  was  still  his  pride ;  as  a 
child  he  had  once  ridden  from  Eton  in  the  front  boot  of  a 
coach  to  see  a  boat  race.  Under  his  captaincy  the  college 
boat  was  an  unconquered  one,  and  in  1 846  he  was  chosen 
to  row  in  the  University  boat  in  the  match  with  Cambridge. 
When  he  was  ordained,  the  words  of  the  service  did  not  fall 
as  words  of  form  upon  bis  open,  honest  heart.  Afterwards 
for  a  little  while  he  occupied  the  pulpit  in  his  birth-place, 
and  in  1849  be  became  assistant  curate  at  St  Chad's, 
Shrewsbury,  the  parish  of  which  his  mother’s  father  had 
been  vicar  for  more  than  forty  years.  In  1859  Mr  Pole¬ 
hampton  became  engaged  to  his  future  wife,  Emily,  youngest 
daughter  of  a  barrister  in  Shrewsbury,  but  could  not  marry 
on  his  curacy.  After  three  years  of  waiting,  the  kind  office 
of  a  friend  secured  the  Indian  appointment.  Then  he  was 
married  at  St  Chad’s  church  by  his  brother,  and  after  a 
round  of  visits  to  home  places  and  home  friends,  to  bis  de¬ 
ceased  father’s  parsonage,  to  the  old  school  at  Eton,  to  his 
Oxford  friends,  he  saiM  from  England.  In  the  old  birth¬ 
place  at  Oreenford  be  writes  : 

When  we  got  into  the  villa^,  I  showed  Emmie  where  the  Ran¬ 
dolphs,  Huddleatones,  Ao.,  lived,  and  we  went  down  the  hill  to 
Bayer’s  [the  parish-clerk  in  his  father’s  time,  and  since].  He  knew 
me  at  once,  and  we  then  went  to  the  church.  Besides  lU  interest  to 
me,  there  is  a  great  deal  to  see  there  in  file  way  of  old  brasses.  I 
showed  Emmie  the  register-book,  with  one  of  our  births  on  every 
other  page.  Bayer  pointed  out  the  window  which  my  fother  made,  w 
rather  began,  with  a  pickaxe.  He  wanted  the  poor,  who  sat  under 
the  gallery,  to  have  more  light.  The  churchwardens  said  there  was 
enough.  My  father  answe^,  there  was  not.  They  said  there  should 
not  be  another  window ;  he  said  there  should.  They  got  peremptory  • 
”  upon  which,’’  said  Bayer,  “  Mr  Polehampton  says,  says  no,  *  Brown,' 
bring  me  the  peck  ;*  and  he  hits  it  into  the  wall,  and  picks  out  four 
or  five  g^t  stones ;  and  says  he,  *  There,  now,  my  boys,  I’ve  made 
,a  >  y®®  §0  on;  never  mind  what  anybody  says,  and  do  you 

mwe  a  finish  of  it’  ”  So  there  the  window  is,  and  the  poor  of  Green- 
ford  can  see  to  read  their  Bibles. 

The  go<^  blood  descends.  At  Oxford  the  old  student’s 
first  thought  was  to  go  “  straight  to  the  University  Barge,” 
and  he  did  not  leave  till  be  had  had  a  last  pull  in  the  scratch 
loor-oar  races,  and  won  a  pint  pewter  to  take  out  with  him.

and  whatever  you  hear  ot  me,  it  will  not  be  that  I  have  disgraced 
myself.

Ever  your 
affectionate  Hewky  S.  Polxhakpton. 

Truly  they  have  not  been  tidings  of  disgrace.  We  dwell 
still  on  the  personal  details.  Mrs  Polehampton  is  writing 
(0  her  husband’s  mother  of  bis  death  : 

He  not  the  least  fear  of  death.  He  said  to  those  who  came  to 
see  him  on  his  deathbed,  “  I  am  not  in  the  least  frightened,  and  I 
know  exactly  how  I  am."  And  bis  beautiful  fearless  smile  must  have 
proved  to  them  how  little  dread  there  was  for  him  in  the  proraect  of 

death . I  cannot  tell  you  what  a  strange  unearthly  sort 

of  peace  I  had  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Through  that  last  day  and 
night,  of  his  life,  up  to  the  moment  that  he  died,  a  marvellous  kind  of 
triumphant  feeling  came  over  me.  I  cannot  e^lain  it,  but  I  felt  as 
if  I  were  watching  his  entrance  into  ihejoy  qf  kit  Lord;  and  I  seemed 
to  feel  the  joy  m^f.  This  feeling  continued  for  days  after,  in  a 
greater  or  Iras  degree,  and  only  became  leas  radiant  as  the  death-like 
blank  in  my  own  life  became  more  apparent. 

Of  herself  as  a  labourer  iu  letters  or  diary  the  true¬ 
hearted  lady  says  nothing,  except  once,  in  answer  to  inquiry, 
this.

Mr  Routledge  has  put  into  good  hands  the  editing  of  his 
cheap  and  elegant  little  series  of  British  Poets.  In  prettily 
bound  volumes,  well  suited  for  popular  use,  there  have 
already  been  included  in  the  collection  works  of  Chaucer. 
Spenser,  Milton,  Dryden,  Pope.  Gray,  Bums,  and  others, 
e^  volume  being  neatly  printed  on  good  paper,  illus¬ 
trated  with  woodcuts  from  designs  by  artists  competent 
to  satisfy  more  than  a  vulgar  taste,  and  edited  with  intro¬ 
ductions  by  the  Rev.  R.  A.  Willmott,  which  are  noticeable 
for  the  refinement  of  their  tone  and  for  the  pleasant  way  in 
which  they  give  trustworthy  information  and  good  criticism 
for  the  guidance  of  the  multitude  of  readers.  Fairfax’s 
Tasso  is  an  English  poem  readable  by  Englishmen  not  less 
for  the  love  of  Fairfax  than  for  knowledge  of  the  gist  of  a 
great  Italian  poem.  A  cheap  edition  of  a  book  like  this 
plants  in  a  pleasant  garden-land  another  colony  of  readers, 
and  belongs  to  a  class  of  enterprises  creditable  in  the 
highest  degree  to  the  sense  and  feeling  of  the  modem 
publisher.

barrister  with  Irish  warmth  of  heart  and  empty  purse,  and  a 
good  wife  to  lend  him  pocket-money ;  of  these  and  more  the 
novel-reader  gets  plenty  of  entertaining  matter  from  Mrs 
Thomson.  Faults  on  Both  Sides  is  a  clever,  well-written, 
and  amusing  novel,  from  which  we  are  only  prevented  by 
want  of  space  from  selecting  many  passages  worthy  of 
•quoution.

FOREIGN  AND  COLONIAL  NEWS. 

FEANCE. 

Dborbb  for  ooimiroiHo  tkr  Frsb  Admimion  or  Foreion 
Corn. — An  imperial  decree  appeared  in  the  |  Moniteur  ’  of  Saturday, 
prolonging  for  another  year  the  free  sdmiaaion  of  com  into  France. 
The  period  is  extended  to  the  30th  September,  1869.  So  little  was 
it  known  that  such  a  decree  would  be  iaau^,  that  the  Conatitutionnel ' 
of  the  same  day  published  an  exceedingly  long  article  expressing 
satisfaction  at  the  re-establishment  of  the  ahding  scale,  and  adducing 
arguments  to  prove  that  protective  duties  alone  are  suitable  to  the 
present  state  of  France. 

Miscellaneous  Facts. — Prince  Napoleon  returned  to  Paris  on 
Sunday  from  his  visit  to  the  Cxar  of  Russia,  and  left  at  once  for  the 
Chklons  camp,  to  give,  as  some  say,  an  account  to  the  Emperor  of  the 
"  result  of  his  mission.’*  The  Emperor  of  Russia  has  conferred  on  the 
aide- de-camp  who  accompanied  Prince  Napoleon  to  Warsaw  the 
Cross  of  St  Vladimir,  and  on  the  other  officers  of  the  suite  that 

of  St  Stanislas. - The  ‘Nord’  fixes  October  12  as  the  date 

of  the  Duke  of  MalakofTs  marriage,  but  as  the  Emperor,  who  certainly 
means  to  be  present  on  the  occasion,  will  not  have  returned  to  Paris, 
the  16th  is  a  more  probable  day.  It  is  decid^  that  the  court  will 
pass  the  remainder  of  the  fine  season  at  Compiegne,  but  there  will  not 

be  so  many  invitations  as  last  year. - In  the  Caffiedral  of  Troyes 

last  week  one  hundred  young  girls  assumed  the  habit  of  the  Sceurs  de 
Bon  Seoours,  and  devoted  themselves  for  life  to  the  care  of  the  sick. 

- The  Duchess  of  Montmorency,  recently  deceased,  has  b^ueathed 

upwards  of  half  a  million  of  francs  to  charitable  institutiona - 

Orders  are  understood  to  have  been  given  for  accelerating  the  repara¬ 
tions  and  embellishments  in  progress  at  the  palace  and  gardens 
L’Elysde  (^urbon)  Napoleon,  Faubourg  St  Honors,  to  accommodate 

the  Czar  Alexander,  in  the  event  of  his  arrival. - It  has  been  decided 

to  make  Brest  a  commercial,  as  well  as  a  war  port.  The  harbour 
presents  great  natural  advantages,  but  a  good  deal  of  jealousy  has 
always  existed  on  the  subject  at  Havre,  Bordeaux,  and  elsewhere, 
whicn  has  hitherto  prevented  the  plans  m^itated  from  being  carried 

out. - Jules  Favre,  whose  defence  of  Orsini  contained  suem  a  lucid 

and  impressive  case  for  Italy,  has  gone  to  Turin  to  receive  the  gold 
medal  struck  by  native  gratitude  for  that  episode  in  the  trial.——  ■ 
M.  Mires,  it  is  said  in  the  Paris  journals,  has  bought  of  M.  Paulin, 
the  Paris  publisher,  20,000  copies  of  the  ‘  History  of  the  Consulate

- The  company  which  has  obtained  the  concession  of  the  railway 

from  Marseilles  to  Toulon,  with  the  branch  lines,  has  received  orders 
to  continue  the  line  to  Nice  as  quickly  aa  possible.  It  is  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  within  three  years  at  the  latest.— —Two  ships  of  the  line,  the 
Donawerth  and  Austerlitz,  have  been  despatched  from  Toulon  to  the 
Tagus  to  support  the  demand  of  the  French  Ambassador  at  Lisbon 
for  compensation  for  the  seizure  of  the  French  slaver  Charles  Georges. 


because  the  Charles  Geoi^es,  a  merchantman  of  Nantes,  was  in  reality 
transporting  slaves  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  international 
treaty.  The  French  Government  says  that  it  was  merely  aiding  in 
the  laudable  scheme  of  populating  the  French  West  Indian  colonies 
with  "  free  blacks.” 

SPAIN. — The  '  Madrid  Gazette’  of  the  6th  announces  that  after 
the  1st  of  January  next  the  official  census  of  the  population  will  take 
effect  The  *  Epoca’  pretends  that  the  Government  will  acknowledge 
the  right  of  the  church  to  purchase  landed  property.  The  Progresista 
Committee  on  the  Elections,  in  its  address  to  the  electors,  declares 
itself  in  favour  of  the  principles  proclaimed  in  1812  at  Cadiz,  of  those 
set  forth  in  the  Constitution  of  1837,  and  re- adopted  by  the  Con¬ 
stituent  Cortes  of  1864. 

RUSSIA. — The  Czar  and  the  Nobles. — The  Emperor  Alex¬ 
ander,  on  his  journey  to  Warsaw,  had  to  pass  through  the  govern¬ 
ments  of  Tver,  Kostroma,  laroelav,  Nijnii-Novgorod,  Vladimir,  and 
Moscow.  In  most  of  these  his  Mriesty  addressed  the  representatives  I 
of  the  nobility,  spealuM  chiefly  of  the  topic  of  the  day,  the  situation 
of  the  peasant  class.  To  the  nobles  of  ^e  Government  of  Tver  he 
•aid: — "  Weigh  the  matter  well,  deliberate  yourselves,  and  seek  the 
means  of  regiuating  the  new  condition  of  the  peasantry  according  to 
each  locality,  and  in  conformity  with  the  principles  announced  in  my  j 
rescripts,  in  order  that  the  results  may  not  entail  inconveniences  either 
upon  them  or  yourseles.  Tou  know  how  much  I  have  your  welfare  j 
at  heart ;  but  I  hope  also  that  the  interest  of  your  peasants  is  dear  to 
you.  I  have,  therefore,  the  conviction  Uiat  you  will  strive  to  have 
everything  reg;ulated  in  a  manner  useful  to  the  common  interests  of 
all.  When  your  preliminary  labours  shall  have  terminated  the  pro¬ 
positions  of  the  committee  will  be  presented  to  me  by  the  ministry’ 
and  I  have  already  arranfed  for  two  members  elected  by  this  com¬ 
mittee  to  attend  Uie  deliberations  that  will  take  place  in  the  general 
committee  assembled  at  St  Petersburg,  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
all  the  propositions  emanating  from  the  sevei^  committees  of  the 
empire.  It  is  impossible  for  us  not  to  proceed  harmoniously  in  our 
acts,  since  our  sole  desire  is  the  general  welfare  of  Russia.  I  leave 
you  with  the  firm  conviction  that  you  vrill  justify  my  expectation 
and  confidence,  and  remain  persuaded  that  you  will  aid,  and  not  im¬ 
pede  me.”  At  Moscow,  woere  the  measures  proposed  by  the  Em¬ 
peror  had  not  been  favourably  received,  his  Majesty  said ; — "  I  am 
always  happy  in  being  able  to  address  thanks  to  the  nobility ;  but  it 
is  not  in  my  nature  to  speak  against  my  conscience.  I  always  speak 
the  truth,  and,  to  my  great  r^^ret,  I  this  day  cannot  thank  you.  You 
may  remember,  two  years  ago,  in  this  hall,  I  spoke  to  you  of  the 
necessity  of  proceeding,  sooner  or  later,  to  the  remrm  of  those  laws 
which  regulate  servitude— a  reform  that  must  come  from  above,  that 
it  may  not  oome  from  below.  My  words  have  been  ill  understood. 
Since  then,  this  reform  has  been  the  object  of  my  constant  solicitude, 
and  having  invoked  the  Divine  blessing  on  my  undertaking,  I  have

It  is  further  reported  that  England  will  ask' 
to  rent  the  Isle  of  Perim  for  100  years.  A  Government  Commissioner 
and  two  regiments  have  been  sent  to  Bagdad.  The  works  of  the 
Kiutendje  railway  on  the  Danube  are  in  pregresa" 

UNITED  STATES.— *1116  Asia  has  brought  accounts  to  the  22nd 
ult.  From  Washington  we  learn  that  the  administration  has  under 
consideration  an  important  question  with  regard  to  securing  the  new 
isthmus  route  across  Centi^  America,  it  having  fine  harbours, 
abundance  of  coal,  and  other  great  advantages  for  transit  and  for 
naval  stationa  Information  has  been  received  at  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  that  the  young  English  girl  taken  from  the  Mormons  by  the 
United  States  judge  in  Utah,  has  been  sent,  under  proper  protection, 
to  the  States.  Lord  Napier,  or  some  other  British  authority,  will 
undoubtedly  take  charge  of  her  and  send  her  home.  In  respect  of  the 
Atlantic  telegraph  cable  the  ‘  Herald  ’  says : — ".There  is  a  general 
want  of  confidence  in  the  public  mind,  and  there  are  very  few  who 
do  not  believe  that  it  is  either  broken  or  absolutely  useless  for  the 
transmission  of  messages.”  The  steam  frigate  Niagara  would  sail  on 
the  21st  from  Charleston  for  Africa  with  the  slaves  captured  on  board 
the  brig  Echo.  The  trial  of  Townsend,  the  master  of  the  Echo,  com¬ 
menced  in  Boston  on  tho  21st.  The  legal  questions  involved  in  this 
trial  are  regarded  as  of  great  importance.  The  queationa — whether 
the  carrying  of  slaves  on  the  high  seas  from  Africa  to  a  slaveholding 
I  country  like  Cuba  is  piracy ;  whether  it  is  piracy  under  any  act  of 
I  Congress  or  treaty ;  if  the  federal  oon^titution  recognises  the  carrying 
i  of  slaves  as  piracy ;  and  if  any  set  of  Congress  or  treaty  can  make 
I  that  piracy  which  the  constitution  does  not  recognise  ss  such,  are  all 
to  be  passed  upen.  It  is  understood  that  Captain  Townsend  will 
dispute  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court,  claiming  that  he  ahould  be  tried 
at  Key  West,  and  not  at  Boston.  He  will  alro  defend  himself  on  the 
'  plea  that  he  was  a  passenger,  and  not  master  of  the  brig.  The 
I  records  of  the  New  Orleans  Custom  House,  however,  show  that  the 
'  brig  Putnam,  or  Echo,  Townsend  commander,  cleared  fkom  that  port 
for  St  T<homas  on  the  6th  of  March  last.  Latest  advices  from  Utah 


answer  my  appeal.  But  it  was  the  nobles  of  Nijnii-Novgorod  who 
took  the  lead,  and  the  government  of  Moscow  figpires  neither  in  the 
second  nor  the  third  rank.  I  ^ve  felt  great  sorrow  a*'  this, 
because  I  am  proud  at  having  been  bom  at  Moscow,  because  I  tuways 
loved  this  city  when  heir  apparent  to  the  throne,  b^use  I  still  love 
it  as  my  native  city.  I  have  fixed  for  you  the  bases  of  the  reform, 
and  I  snail  never  swerve  from  them."  Here  the  Emperor  explained 
the  fundamental  principles  of  Uie  abolition  of  serfdom,  u  contained 
in  his  rescripts,  and  continued  as  follows : — "  I  love  the  nobility ;  I 
regard  it  as  the  first  support  of  the  throne.  I  desire  the  welfare  of 
the  people,  but  have  no  mtmition  that  it  should  be  effected  to  your 
detriment;  but  you  yourselves,  in  your  own  interest,  ought  to 
endeavour  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  peasants.  Remember  that 
all  Russia  baa  lU  eyes  fixed  on  the  government  of  Moscow.  I  am 
always  ready  to  do  for  you  all  that  lies  in  my  power  to  do ;  give  me, 
then,  the  possibility  of  espousing  your  interests.  Do  you  understand 
me.  gentlemen  ?  I  have  been  told  that  the  committee  have  already 
effected  much ;  I  have  read  the  minutes  of  its  sittings ;  I  have  ap¬ 
proved  several  of  the  regulations.  Onoe  again,  I  repeat  to  you, 

fentlemen,  that  you  so  act  as  to  enable  me  to  take  up  your  interests, 
t  is  thus  that  you  will  justify  ths  confidence  I  have  placed  in  you.’* 

TURKEY — Advices  have  been  received  from  Constantinople  to 
the  29th  ult  Three  special  couriers  were  sent  by  the  Shah  of  Persia 
to  hasten  the  departure  of  Ferukh  Khan,  who  embaiked  oo  the  28th.

been  veiy  well  received. 

The  *  Indipendente  ’  of  Turin  declares  the  visit  of  Prince  Naplecm 
to  Warsaw  to  be  an  event  of  great  political  importance,  as  hm^i  it 
thinks,  the  prelude  of  an  alliance  Iwtween  France,  Russia,  and  Pied¬ 
mont.  hostile  to  Austria. 

By  accounts  from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  to  the  21st  of  Auaust  we 
earn  that  the  missionary  party,  conaistiog  of  the  venerable  Mr  Moffstt 
and  wife,  Mr  Mofflatt,  jun.,  and  wife,  and  the  wife  of  Dr  Livingstone 
were  to  leave  shortly  for  the  interior.  The  missioparies  for  the 
Makololo  and  Matabdo  will  not  accompany  them,  but  leave  a  month 
afterwards. 

Ismail  Pasha,  the  special  commissioner  appointed  by  the  Porte  to 
inquire  into  the  murders  and  outrages  at  Jedda.b,  arrived  at  Suez  on 
the  16th  ult.,  on  his  way  to  Constantinople.  He  had  with  him  some 
thirty-six  prisoners,  convicted  of  having  been  concerned  in  the  late 
outrage. 

The  Emperor  of  Russia  has  just  granted  permission  to  the  students 
of  the  University  of  Moscow  to  publish  a  collection  of  translatioua  of 
the  best  German,  French,  and  other  foreign  works,  to  be  printed  at 
the  cost  of  the  University. 

The  Storthing  of  Norway,  in  its  last  session,  accorded  a  sum  of 
60,000f.  for  the  purpose  of  making  mineralogical  researches,  and  for 
the  publication  of  a  geological  map  of  certain  districts. 

Letters  from  Verona  mention  the  drath,  by  suicide,  of  the  Italian 
poet  Bettelloni,  who,  it  appears,  shot  himself  through  the  heart  with 
a  pistol,  discharging  two  barrels. 

The  ’  Monitore  'Toscano  ’  announces  the  discovery  at  Florence  of  a 
copy  of  Dante  Alighieri's  '  Divina  Commedia,’  written  in  Petrarch’s 
own  hand.  It  fuller  adds  that  the  late  Giacomo  Leopardi’s  manu¬ 
scripts,  which  were  believed  to  be  lost,  have  just  been  bought  by  the 
Grand  Ducal  Library. 

In  a  speech  which  brought  the  proceedings  of  the  Literary  and 
Artistic  Congress  at  Bruss^  to  a  close  on  Thursday,  the  President 
stated  that  ^Imum  would  proceed  at  once  to  introduce  all  the  prin¬ 
ciples  adopted  by  the  Congress  into  her  legation. 

A  letter  from  Alexandria  states  that  the  fluez  railway  is  about  to 
advance  another  step  towards  completion.  In  another  fortnight  the 
line  will  be  in  operation  to  within  ten  miles  of  the  Red  Sea.

8.  But  before  I  speak  of  the  proclamation,  I  beg  to  call  tbe  atten- 
tion  of  your  honourable  committee  to  certain  paragraphs  of  the 
despatch  before  ms,  which  are  pregnant  with  a  signification  far  more 
momentous  than  the  censure  of  any  recent  act  or  policy  of  the 
Governor* General  of  the  day.  These  paragraphs  are  numbered  from 
ten  to  fourteen  inclusive. 

9.  They  begin  by  pointing  out  a  doubt  whether  the  British 
Government  was  |u9tifled  in  taking  possesainn  of  the  kingdom  of 
Oude.  The  doubt  is  pointed  out,  but  is  not  resolved,  nor  is  a  distinct 
opinion  expressed  upon  it. 

10.  Certsin  facts  are  then  referred  to  which,  though  they  do  not 
directly  affect  the  question  of  our  right  to  take  possession  of  Oude, 

I  are  cited  as  leading,  in  conjunction  a-ith  the  doubt  above  mentioned, 

I  to  the  ct  nclusion  that  the  hostilities  which  tbe  people  of  Oude  have 

I  been  carrying  on  against  us  have  rather  the  character  of  leritimata 
I  war  than  that  of  rebellion,  and  that  the  people  of  Ouda  should  be 
rerarded  with  indulgent  consideration. 

1 1.  It  ia  altogether  b^ond  my  duty  to  discuss  whether  the  conrsa 
pursued  by  the  British  Government  in  taking  possession  of  Ouds  was 
a  lawful  and  justifiable  one,  still  l>>ss  d  >es  it  bolonic  to  ms  to  say 
arhat  line  of  conduct  the  British  Government  ought  to  follow  if  it  l>a 
now  determined  that  that  course  was  not  lawfril  or  justifiable.  But 
as  to  the  indulgence  due  to  the  people  of  Oude,  your  honourable 
oommittee  will,  I  am  sure,  do  me  the  justice  to  admit  that  no  mis¬ 
giving  as  to  the  character  of  our  dealings  with  tha  Oude  state  was 
necessary  to  induce  me  to  declare,  iHthout  any  injunction  fW>m  ynur- 
wlves,  that  the  talookdar  and  landowner  of  Oude  must  be  viewed  ia 
a  very  different  light  from  that  in  which  rebels  in  our  old  provinoas 
are  to  he  regarded.  I  found  sufficient  reason  for  this  in  tha  facts 
that  the  allegiance  of  these  men  when  they  broke  into  reballton  was 
nttle  more  than  a  year  old,  and  that  they  bad  becoms  British  subjects 
by  no  act  of  thoir  own  ;  that  our  rule  ba<l  brought  loss  of  property 
upon  many  of  them,  and  npon  some  an  unjust  loss ;  and  that  it  had 
diminished  the  importance  and  arbitrary  power  of  aB. 

12  Bat  it  Is  my  first  dnty  earnestly  to  beg  your  honourahia  com¬ 
mittee  to  consider  the  effect  which  will  he  produced  upon  t^  nro- 
vtnee  of  Oude  when  it  shad  become  generally  known  that  the  BritUh 
Government  speaks  hositatingly  of  its  right  to  rule  tl)gt  country.  I 
cannot  but  foar  that  it  will  make  a  turbulent  and  warllka  people 
more  impatient  than  ever  of  subjection  to  authority  and  order ;  I 
fear  that  it  will  furnish  a  pretext  for  resistance  to  the  Governfnent, 
of  which  many  bad  spirits  will  not  be  slow  to  avail  themselves  now 
and  hereafter. 

13.  But  more  especially  do  I  fear  its  immediate  effect.  It  oannot 
have  escaped  the  notice  of  your  hononrable  committee  that,  although 
the  rising  against  our  authority  in  Ouds  has  been  almost  general, 
almost  univertal,  it  has  been  singularly  devoid  of  a  national  charac¬ 
ter.  Except  for  the  purpose  of  rinsing  our  garrison  in  I.uiAnoW, 
and  afterwards  of  bolding  the  city  against  i»,  there  sppears  to  have 
been  no  common  ctnse  amongst  onr  assailants.  Since  the  capture  of

16.  An  uncompromising  assertion  of  our  authority  in  Oude  is  per¬ 
fectly  compatible  with  a  merciful  exercise  of  it,  and  I  respeoUUly 
submit  that  if  the  Government  of  India  is  not  supported  in  making 
toii  assertion,  and  in  declaring  that  tho  recent  aots  of  the  people  of

I  hare  already  aaid  that  tbia  ia  a  puniahment  which  haa  been  re¬ 
peatedly  enforced  againat  rebela  in  India,  aa  well  by  natire  rulera  m 
by  the  Britiah  OoTemment ;  it  U  one  which  admiU  of  being  eaaily 
tempered  and  relaxed  with  more  or  leaa  of  lenity,  according  aa  <»nai- 
deration  of  policy  or  mercy  and  the  paat  or  future  conduct  of  the 
peraona  to  be  puniahed  may  permit.  It  in  no  way  aflfecta^  the  honour 
of  the  moat  aenaitive  rajpoot  or  brahmin.  It  would  provide  Govern¬ 
ment  with  the  meana  of  rewarding  in  the  manner  which  ia  moat  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  the  natirea  of  India  the  aervicea  of  thoae  who  ahould  be 
found  to  deaerve  reward.  It  would  tend  to  the  final  aettlement  of 
many  of  thoae  duputea  reapecting  landed  righta  which  haa  been  the 
aouroe  of  ao  much  atrife  and  animoaity  in  Oude. 

20.  Finally,  I  came  to  the  ooncluaion  that  if  a  proclamation  were 
iaaued  on  the  capture  of  Lucknow  (a  point  upon  which  I  entertained 
donbta  up  to  the  laat  moment)  it  ahould  be  one  not  threatening  con- 
flacation  aa  a  poaaible  contingency,  but  declaring  it ;  pointing  out, 
however,  the  meana  by  which  relaution  and  indulgence  would  be 
obtainable ;  and  further,  that  no  attempt  ahould  be  made  to  indicate 
the  meaaure  of  relaxation  and  indulgence  which  might  bj  conceded 
in  particular  caaea. 

21.  I  believe  that  the  itaue  of  proclamationa  ia  not  the  aureat  or 
aafeat  mode  of  infinencing  the  nativea  of  India.  The  experience  of 
the  paat  year  haa  furoiahed  examplea  of  the  ingenuity  with  which 
the  meaning  of  auch  documenta  can  be  perverted  or  their  language 
miaivpreaented  by  Gie  enemiea  of  the  atate ;  and  it  ia  a  fact,  aeveral 
inatancea  of  which  have  come  to  my  knowl^ge  of  late,  that  the  word 
of  an  Engliah  officer  of  the  Government,  even  though  a  atranger,  is 
more  trusted  than  a  printed  paper.  I  should,  therefore,  have  pre- 


cund,  and  to  place  instructions  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  attached 
to  the  columns  which  marched  through  the  country,  leaving  it  to 
them  to  carrv  out  those  instructions,  and  to  explain,  in  each  dutrict 
through  which  they  passed,  the  spirit  in  which  the  Government 
desired  to  deal  with  the  people.  But  I  knew  it  to  be  very  probable 
that  no  columns  would  be  available  for  the  purpose  in  Oud^  and  that 
in  that  case  much  time  might  elapse  before  English  officers  would  be 
able  to  penetrate  the  province.  1  therefore  had  recourse  to  a  procla¬ 
mation  which  might  be  disseminated  by  native  agency. 

22.  That  proclamation  was  made  to  declare  &e  confiscation,  and 
not  to  threaten  it,  because  the  natives  of  India,  while  they  attach 
much  weight  to  a  distinct  and  actual  order  of  Government,  attach 
very  little  to  a  vague  threat,  whether  conveyed  by  proclamation  or 
otherwise  ;  whilst  it  might  safely  be  assumed  that  the  spirit  in  which 
the  clause  treating  of  indulgence  would  be  acted  upon  in  the  districts 
which  should  be  recovered  would  gradually  become  known  through¬ 
out  the  province  and  have  a  conciliatory  effect 

23.  I  have  said  that  the  proclamation  should  not  attempt  to  point 
out  the  different  measures  of  indulgence  which  would  be  conceded 
in  diffisrent  cases.  This,  and  some  other  preceding  observations, 
will  be  best  explained  by  a  brief  reference  to  the  recent  condition 
of  the  talookdars  and  other  landholders,  as  regards  their  rights  in 
the  soil. 

24.  When  we  assumed  the  government  of  Oude  in  1856,  the 
greater  part  of  the  province  was  held  by  talookdars,  who  represented 
ita  aristocracy.  They  have  been  called  the  “  Barons  of  Oude,”  but 
thia  term  applied  to  them  as  a  class  ia  misleading.  Some  had  received 
titles  from  the  kings  of  Oude,  for  services  rendered,  or  by  court 
favour.  Some  few  are  the  representatives  of  ancient  families ;  but 
the  majority  are  men  distinguished  neither  by  birth,  good  service, 
nor  connexion  with  the  soil,  who  having  held  office  un^  the  native 
government  aa  Nasims  (t.  e.  governors)  or  chuckladars  (t.  $.  col¬ 
lectors  of  government  rents),  or  having  fanned  Uie  revenues  of  exten¬ 
sive  tracts,  had  taken  advantage  of  the  wealmess  of  the  native  govern¬ 
ment  and  its  indifference  to  aU  conaiderationa  of  justice  so  long  as  it 
received  revenue,  had  abused  the  authority  confided  to  them  by  that 
goveinment,  and  by  meana  of  deeds  of  sale,  sometimes  extorted 
by  violence,  sometimes  obtained  by  fraud,  had  become  the  nominal 
proprietors  and  the  actual  possessors  of  the  villages,  or  the  mgjority 
of  the  villages,  which  formed  what  they  called  their  talookas,  or 


25.  Owing  to  the  ascendancy  which  the  men  of  this  class  acquired, 
the  weakness  of  the  native  government,  the  venality  of  the  courts, 
and  the  absence  of  justice,  the  condition  of  the  actual  occupants  of 
the  soil  of  the  province  was  one  of  unparalleled  depression.  Their 
rights  had  ceased  to  exist  or  were  reduced  to  a  mere  shadow,  they 
could  get  no  protection  frnm  the  government,  they  were  completely 
in  the  power  of  the  talookdara,  and  were  subject  to  every  kind  of 
oppreaaion,  tvranny,  and  exaction. 

26.  Such  Wng  the  condition  of  things  in  Oude,  the  Government 
of  India,  perhaps  with  more  of  chivalrous  justice  Uian  political  pru 
denoe,  determined  at  once  to  reinstate  these  proprietary  occupants  of 
the  soil  in  what  were  believed  to  be  their  hereditary  rights,  and  to 
restore  the  ancient  village  communities ;  and  upon  the  annexation  of 
the  country,  the  Chief  Commissioner  was  instructed  to  make  the 
settlement  of  the  land  revenue  with  the  proprietary  occupants  of  the 
soil,  to  the  exclusion  of  middle  men.  This  instruction  was  carried 
into  execution  in  some  districts  with  undue  haste,  harshly  and  upon 
insufficient  evidence ;  and  where  this  took  place,  injustice  was  done 
to  the  talookdars,  some  of  whom  were  deprived  of  villages  which 
bad  long  been  attached  to  their  talookas,  and  their  titles  to  which 
were  not  satisfactorily  disproved. 

27.  The  mutinies  broke  out.  It  might  have  been  expected  that, 
when  insurrection  first  arose  in  Oude,  and  before  it  had  grown  to  a 
formidable  head,  the  village  occupants  who  had  been  so  highly 
fryoured  by  the  British  Government,  and  in  justice  to  whom  it  had 
initiated  a  policy  distasteful  to  the  most  powerful  class  in  the  pro¬ 
vince,  would  have  come  forward  in  support  of  the  government  who 
had  en^voured  to  restore  them  to  their  hereditary  rights,  and  with 
whose  interests  their  interests  were  identical.  Such,  however,  wae 
not  the  case.  So  far  as  I  am  yet  informed  not  an  individual  dared 


lawful  siuerain,  and  joined  Ae  ranks  of  those  who  rose  up  in  arms 
•fi^n^yhe  BritUh  Government. 

28.  The  time  smved  when  it  became  necessary  to  consider  how 
the  province  shoidd  dealt  with  upon  the  re  establishment  of  our 
capital.  On  the  one  hand  was  the  patent 
in,.  had  desired  to  benefit,  and  had  to  our  tbink- 

i^ten^ted,  did  not  ^ue  the  righto  which  wo  bad  restored  to  them, 

of  these  rights,  and  in  sup 
^  ^  “““  of  wviving  thei, 

«ubordioation  to  the  talookdaii^ on  the 

other  hand  was  the  i»  leas  certiun  frwt  tlmt,  with  but  few  honourable 


exceptions,  all  the  talookdars  had  taken  up  arms  against  the  British 
Government,  had  either  themselves  participated,  or  had  sent  their 
retainers  to  aid  in  the  relentless  attsoks  on  tlie  Lucknow  Residency, 
bad  forcibly  resumed  the  occupation  of  their  tolookas,  and  hi^  in 
many  ways  manifested  their  malignant  hostility  to  the  British 
Government. 

29.  In  these  circumstances  to  have  recalled  the  condition  of  things 
which  existed  immediately  before  the  rebellion,  thereby  renewing  the 
experimoit  which  had  been  attempted  in  1856,  and  restoring  the 
occupants  of  the  soil  to  the  position  of  proprietary  landholders, 
which  they  bad  but  just  proved  themselves  wholly  unfit  and  unpre¬ 
pared  to  maintain,  would  have  been  to  court  failure ;  and  on  the 
other  hand  to  have  reverb  to  the  state  of  affairs  as  we  found  them 
upon  taking  possession  of  the  country,  and  thus  to  have  acknow¬ 
ledged  in  the  talookda^  after  they  had  as  a  body  risen  inarms 
against  us,  and  helped  to  subvert  our  authority,  rights  which  bad 
bMn  deni^,  and.  In  most  cases,  iustly  denied,  when  our  power  was 
unquestioned  and  unresisted,  would  have  bwn  to  concede  a  victory 
to  rebels,  and  to  put  a  premium  on  insurrection. 

30.  R^rd  being  had  to  the  history  of  tenure  in  Oude ;  to  the 
failure  of  the  efforts  made  by  the  government  in  1846,  to  set  up 
those  who  were  believed  to  be  the  hereditary  proprietors  of  the  soil ; 
to  the  rebellious  spirit  manifested  by  nearly  all  the  ^ookdars  of  the 
province,  and  to  the  inconceivable  diffiemties  which  would  have 
attended  the  adjudication  of  claims  to  proprietary  right,  in  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  that  have  been  briefly  describe^  the  surest,  the  safest, 
the  most  politic,  and  a  thoroughly  just  course  seemed  to  be  to  declare 
the  proprietary  right  in  the  soil  confiscated,  and  to  reserve  to  the 
government  the  right  of  disposing  of  it  as  might  seem  fitting,  at  the 
same  time  notifying  the  intention  of  the  government  to  show  indul¬ 
gence  to  those  who  should  tender  immediate  submission. 

81.  I  apprehend  little  difficulty,  aud  so  far  as  experience  has  gone, 
little  has,  I  believe,  been  found  in  explaining  to  the  talookdars  and 
landowners  with  whom  our  officers  have  come  in  contact,  that  ^e 
confiscation  does  not  necessarily  operate  as  a  permanent  deprivation 
of  their  rights,  but  that  it  places  in  the  hands  of  the  government  the 
power  of  punishing  those  who  shall  still  persist  in  rebellion,  after 
life  and  honour  have  been  guaranteed  to  them. 

82 . 

33.  The.  proclamation  was  sent  to  Lucknow  on  the  3rd  of  March, 
and  on  the  10th  I  received  from  the  Chief  Commissioner,  Major- 
General  Sir  James  Outram,  a  letter  urging  a  reconsideration  of  the 
terms  of  the  proclamation,  mainly  on  the  ground  that  it  would  render 
hopeless  the  attempt  to  enlist  the  talookdars  on  the  side  of  older,  and 
would  drive  them  to  a  desperate  resistance ;  and  recommending  that 
such  landholders  and  chiefs  as  bad  not  been  accomplices  in  the  cold¬ 
blooded  murder  of  Europeans  should  be  enlisted  on  our  side,  by  the 
restoration  of  their  ancient  possessions. 

34 . .  .  .  - 

35.  I  will  not  trouble  your  honourable  committee  with  a  recapitu¬ 
lation  of  the  reasons  which  appeared  to  me  to  forbid  the  adoption  of 
Sir  James  Ontram's  suggestion ;  but  lest  your  honourable  committee 
should  suppose  that  I  was  without  any  previous  expression  of  Sir 
James  Outram’s  opinion  on  the  subject,  1  wish  to  state  that  the  un¬ 
favourable  view  taken  by  that  distinguished  officer  of  the  substance  of 
the  proclamation  was  a  cause  of  much  disappointment  to  me. 

36.  A  very  few  weeks  previously,  the  Chief  Commissioner  had 
sent  to  the  Government  of  India  an  able  and  elaborate  memorandum 
upon  the  system  of  civil  administration  to  be  adopted  for  Oude,  after 
Lucknow  should  be  subjugated.  In  this  memorandum,  dat^  the 
15th  of  J anuary,  1858,  are  the  following  passages : 

”  The  system  of  settlement  with  the  so-cdled  village  proprietors 
will  not  answer  at  present,  if  ever,  in  Oude. 

**  These  men  have  not  influence  and  weight  enough  to  aid  us  in 
restoring  order.  The  lands  of  men  who  have  taken  an  active  part 
against  us  should  be  largely  confiscated,  in  order,  among  other 
reasons,  to  enable  us  to  reward  others  in  the  manner  most  acceptable 
to  a  native.  But  I  see  no  prospect  of  returning  tranquillity  except 
by  having  recourse  for  the  next  few  years  to  the  old  talookdars 
system.  .  .  .  Talookas  should  only  be  given  to  men 

who  have  actively  aided  us,  or  who,  having  been  inactive,  now  evins 
a  true  willingness  to  serve  us,  and  are  possessed  of  influens  suffi¬ 
cient  to  make  their  support  of  real  value.” 

37.  Subject  to  the  understanding  that,  even  to  those  who  had  been 
most  active  against  us,  indulgens  should  be  extended  upon  their 
making  prompt  and  complete  submission,  these  opinions  accorded 
eximtly  with  my  own  i  and  although  I  was  aware  that  there  might 
easily  be  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  mode  of  announcing  and  of 
carrying  out  punishment  by  confiscation,  it  did  not  occur  to  me  that 
any  such  divergence  of  views  as  was  subsequently  indicated  in  the 
Chief  Commissioner’ s  letter  of  the  8th  of  March  could  occur  between 
us.  The  belief  therein  expressed  that  there  are  not  a  doxen  land¬ 
holders  in  the  province  who  have  not  borne  arms  against  us,  seemed 
to  go  far  towa^s  justifying  the  general  sweeping  terms  of  the  pro¬ 
clamation,  to  which  alone  I  expected  any  objection  on  Sir  James 
Outram’s  part. 

38.  I  afterwards  had  occasion  to  send  my  military  secretary, 
Colocel  Stuart,  to  head  quarters,  and  I  took  the  opportunity  to  explam 
to  the  Chief  Commissioner  that  I  wished  him  to  give  the  most  liberal 
interpretation  to  the  proclamation. 

39.  On  the  3rd  of  April  Major-General  Sir  James  Outram  being 
about  to  take  bis  seat  in  council  at  Calcutta,  Mr  Montgomery  sue- 
ceednl  to  the  chief  oommissionership  of  Oude. 

1  impressed  upon  the  new  Chief  Geromisaioner  my  wish  that  his 
dealings  with  the  chief  rebels  should  be  as  conciliatory  as  might  be 
consistent  with  the  dignity  of  the  Government,  and  that  ha  should 
treat  liberally  and  generously  all  thoae  who  tendered  their  allegiance 
and  gave  support  to  his  authority. 

41.  On  the  20th  of  April  the  Chief  Commissioner  wrote  to  me  in 
an  unofficial  letter  as  follows : 

“  I  enclose  a  memorandum  just  given  me  by  Captain  Barron, 
which  will  show  your  lordship  the  names  of  talookdars  who  have 
attended  in  person  or  by  vakeel.  Generally  speaking,  indeed  in¬ 
variably,  the  feeling  showed  by  the  men  who  come  in  is  excellent. 
They  express  a  great  sorrow  at  the  past,  and  seem  grateful  for  the 
consideration  shown  to  them.” 

It  contains  the  names  of  twenty-six  chiefs  of  note  and  influence,  in 
various  quarters,  some  of  them  at  a  great  distance  from  Lucknow, 
who  bad  either  openly  tendered  their  mlepance  to  the  Government, 
or  had  taken  t^  first  steps  towards  doing  so.  So  far  as  I  aware, 
only  one  of  these  has  swerved  finm  his  first  intention. 

42.  On  the  22nd  May  the  Chief  Commissioner  sent  me  a  further 
memorandum  from  Captain  Barrow.  It  describes  the  progress  made, 
and  the  state  of  feeling  prevalent.  It  is  right,  however,  that  I 
should  observe  that  of  the  three  powerful  talookdars  named  in  this 
memorandum,  one  only  (Maun  Singh)  has  sided  with  us  actively. 
Of  the  other  two,  one  (Madhoo  Singh)  is  inaotive,  and  the  other 
(Benee  Madho)  is  in  arms  against  us 

43.  From  the  liut  date  the  Chief  Commissioner  has  furnished 
weekly  reports,  which  have  been  forwarded  to  your  hon.  committee 
in  regular  course. 

44.  Latterly  these  have  become  less  favourable.  The  rebels,  under 
the  leadership,  in  some  cases,  of  talookdars,  have  approached  nearer 
to  Lucknow  ;  have  threatened,  and  in  some  places  destroyed,  the  civil 
statinnswhich  we  bad  established  and  have  killed  some  of  the  native 
guard ;  but  I  am  not,  neither  ia  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Oude,  dis¬ 
heartened  by  a  temporary  check  in  the  progress  which  had  been 
rapidly  achiered. 


In  a  letter  received  fkom  Mr  Montgomery  as  I  am  writing,  tlmt 
gentleman  says : 

“  I  had  settled  some  6,000  villages,  and  everything  was  progressing 
most  favourably  when  a  oombinauon  of  cirumstanoes  prevented  the 
progress  of  the  setUement but  he  adds,  “  I  will  say  that  the  mass 
of  the  ^ple  are  well  inclined  to  us.  I  got  secret  letteri  and  mea> 
■ages,  but  they  dare  not  come  forward  in  the  fiu»  of  the  armed  bodies 
which  are  hostile  to  us.” 

45.  In  an  eudier  part  of  this  despatch  I  had  occasion  to  speak  of 
these  bodies,  which,  although  without  cohesion  and  oombinanon,  are 
none  the  less  capable  of  mtimidating  and  perse  mting  those  whom 
they  believe  to  be  well  disposed  towards  the  Government.  They 
have  latUriy  been  greatly  aided  in  this  by  the  infinv  of  frigitives 
frrom  Rohilcund  and  Oalpee,  who  have  either  joined  them  or  set  up  as 
independent  marauders. 

46.  I  never  expected  it  to  be  otherwise ;  I  never  expected  that, 
with  the  capture  and  occupation  of  Lucknow,  the  province  would  be¬ 
come  submissive.  These  operations  were  carried  out  with  a  skill, 
bravery,  and  euocees  which  have  won  the  admiration  of  the  world. 
But  it  is  no  disparagement  of  the  work  of  the  great  soldier  who 
achieved  that  success,  to  say  that  the  chastisement  thereby  inflicted 
upon  the  loose  bands  of  mutineers,  rebels,  and  plunderers  who  were 
collected  in  and  about  the  city,  was  not  such  as  to  expel  them  from 
the  limits  of  the  province,  or  to  deter  them  from  persevering  in  their 
work  of  murder  and  pillage  in  other  districts  of  it. 

47 . 

48.  No  man  is  better  acquainted  with  the  eastern  districts  of  Oude 
and  their  inhabitants  than  Mr  Wingfield,  who  is  at  present  acting  on 
that  frontier  of  the  province  as  special  commissioner  of  Goruckpore. 
Writing  on  the  6th  June,  Mr  Wingfield  says:  **  Unsupported  by  Ae 
presence  of  British  troops,  there  are  many  talookdars  who,  to  my 
certain  knowledge,  are  deterred  from  tendering  their  allegiance, 
which  is  their  sincere  wish.  Had  the  garrison  of  Lucknow  only 
been  distributed  about  the  province,  three-fourths  of  the  talookdars 
would,  under  the  promises  held  out  by  the  proclamation,  have  been 
entirely  on  our  side  by  this  time. 

Unfortunately  the  garrison  of  Lucknow  could  not  be  spared,  nor 
any  body  of  troops  at  all  approaching  it  in  strength. 

49.  But  when  the  season  shall  arrive  at  which  the  troops  can  again 
move  rapidly  over  the  country  ;  when  the  large  police  force,  now 
being  raised  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  at  Luclmow,  shall  have 
reached  its  complement  and  received  fruther  organisation ;  and  when 
it  shall  be  manifest  that  we  have  the  means  of  protecting  or  support¬ 
ing  those  who  return  to  their  allegiance,  I  cannot  doubt  mat  the  spirit 
in  which  the  proclamation  has  b^n  accepted  in  many  quarters  will 
declare  itself  generally  throngbout  the  province. 

I  respectfully  await  your  judgment. — I  have,  &c..

TO  THE  HONOUEABLS  THE  COVET  OF  DIBECTOES  OF  THE  EAST  IKDlk 
COMPAIfT. 

Hon.  Sirs,— Tour  despatch.  No.  20,  of  the  18th  of  May  reached  me 
two  days  ago. 

I  beg  your  honourable  court  to  accept  m^  warmest  thanks  for  the 
assurance  of  your  continued  confidence,  which  that  despatch,  and  the 
resolution  of  your  honourable  court  embodied  in  it,  conveys. 

Such  an  expression  of  the  sentiments  of  your  honourable  court 
would  be  to  me  a  source  of  gratification  and  just  pride  in  any  cir¬ 
cumstances,  but  the  generous  and  timelv  promptitude  with  which 
you  have  been  plea^  to  issue  it,  ana  tne  fact  that  it  conveys 
approval  of  the  past  as  well  as  trust  for  the  future,  has  greatly  en¬ 
hanced  its  value. 

Tour  honourable  court  observe  that  I  must  have  been  well  aware 
that  the  words  of  the  proclamation  without  the  comment  on  it, 
which  you  trust  was  speedily  afforded  by  the  actions  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  must  have  produced  the  expectation  of  much  more  general  and 
indiscriminate  dispossession  than  could  have  been  consistent  with 
justice  or  with  policy. 

Undoubtedly  thia  is  so.  But  it  was  not  without  deliberation  that 
in  filming  the  proclamation  I  used  the  positive,  peremptory,  and  w 
to  speak  enacting  words  which  declare  that  the  proprietary  i^ht  in 
the  soil  of  the  province  is  confiscated  to  the  Government,  whi<m  will 
dispose  of  that  right  in  such  maimer  as  it  may  deem  fitting. 

As  this  point  was  scarcely  touched  upon  in  my  above  mentioned 
despatch  to  the  secret  committee,  I  will  ^e  leave  to  add  a  further 
brief  explanation  upon  it.  I  have  said  that  it  is  in  the  nature  of 
those  to  whom  the  proclamation  was  addressed  to  care  very  little  for 
the  threats,  but  to  have  a  great  respect  for  the  distinct  orders  of 
superior  authority.  A  rebel  landholder,  to  whom  no  more  should  be 
said  than  that  if  ne  did  not  make  submission  soon  his  rights  would 
be  liable  to  confiscation,  would  be  likely  to  trust  for  his  escape  to  the 
chapter  of  accidents,  and  to  the  chance  of  avoiding  or  defei^g  cri¬ 
minatory  evidence,  and  ao  to  delay  submission,  and  cling  to  those 
whose  immediate  influence  might  be  nearest  and  strong^eat.  Whereas 
if  he  should  be  made  to  feel  that  the  withdrawal  of  his  rights  is 
already  deiTeed,  that  it  only  remains  for  the  executive  officers  to  give 
effect  to  it  by  placing  another  proprietor  in  possession,  and  that  toe 
best  hope  left  for  him  is  to  work  out  as  largo  a  claim  to  proffer^  in- 
,  dulgence  as  possible  whilst  there  is  yet  time,  his  mamfestation  of 
allegiance  would  assuredly  be  quickened. 

It  was  my  busineas  to  consider  what  would  most  stimulate  and 
hasten  a  return  to  peace  and  loyalty  on  the  part  of  those  addressed, 
and  I  was  of  opinion  that  this  would  best  be  done  bv  making  it  clear 
and  plain  that  the  rewards  actually  conferred  for  fidelity  were  very 
large,  that  the  punishment  actually  decreed  for  rebellion  was  very 
heavy,  but  that  from  this  punishment  a  door  of  ssoape  was  still  open. 

To  attempt  to  define  more  precisely  the  conditions  and  diegttM 
according  to  which  indulgence  should  be  awarded  and  punisbmrat 
tempered,  appeared  to  me  most  inexpedient.  It  would,  I  submit, 
have  ^n  impossible  to  put  into  toe  proclamation  any  mitigating  or 
conciliatory  words  to  this  effect  without  incurring  toe  greatest  risk 
of  raising  false  hopes,  and  giving  ground  for  mistaken  claims,  the 
disappointment  of  which  hereafter  would  have  gone  fiur  to  confirm  in 
the  minds  of  many  the  reproach  which  the  rebel  leaders  have  sedu¬ 
lously  thrown  out  against  toe  English  Government  of  a  want  of 
good  faith — a  report  to  which  no  colour  or  shadow  of  truth  shall  ever 
^  given  by  any  act  of  mine. 

Your  honourable  court  will  of  course  bear  in  mind  that  toe  procla¬ 
mation  was  addressed  to  a  province  in  arm^  throughout  which  wo  had 
not  at  that  time  a  surviving  friend  or  interest  to  defend,  and  that 
therefore  any  fear  of  danger  from  an  outburst  of  resistance  by  which 
matters  should  be  made  worse  was  im^inary. 

Upon  a  careful  and,  I  hope,  dispassionate  review  of  the  whole  si^ 
ject,  I  cannot  but  think  that  the  words  in  which  the  proclamation 
was  couched  were  those  most  befitting  the  Government  of  India  in 
its  relations  with  its  rebellious  province,  and  best  calculated  to  effect 
eventually  a  real  and  sure  pacification.  But  the  question  was  one  of 
very  great  difficulty;  and  I  entreat  your  honourable  court  not  to 
suppose  that  I  am  so  presumptuous  as  to  deprecate  criticism  of  the 
mode  in  which  the  difficulty  was  met. 

The  reports  lately  received  frrom  Lucknow  and  despatched  to  your 
honourable  court  by  this  and  by  the  preceding  mail,  show  that  one

—that  It  to  say,  by  a  dednration  that  God  absolves  all  those  who 
truly  repent  and  unfWgtJcdly  believe  hia  holy  Gospel.  In  two  pw- 
sag^  indeed,  of  our  Liturgv,  our  Church  recognises  a  more  special 
conto^OQ  of  sin.  The  one  is  in  the  exhortation  to  attendance  on  the 
holy  communion.  If  any  one  is  troubled  in  oonsdence,  and  afiaid  to 
cofne  to  the  holy  sacrament,  he  is  rooommended  to  disclose  his  grief 
to  bis  pastor,  to  the  intent  that  by  the  ministry  of  God’s  word  ho  may 
receive  the  l^efit  of  absolution  and  spiritual  advice  for  the  quieting 
of  his  mind — that  is  to  say,  that  he  may  receive  from  God's  holy  word 
the  aasurance  of  pardon,  according  to  the  promise  of  mercy  vouch- 
safsd  to  mankind  tnrongh  Christ  Jesus  onr  TiOrd.  The  other  case  is 
that  of  a  man  lying  upon  a  bed  of  sickness,  when  it  is  directed  that 
the  sick  person  be  moved  to  make  a  special  confession  of  his  sins  if 
he  feel  nis  conscience  troubled  with  any  weighty  matters.  But  ob¬ 
serve  the  limitation.  The  direction  ia  limited  in  both  instances  to 
cases  where  the  individual  is  disturbed  in  his  own  conscience,  and 
feels  a  burden  on  his  mind,  and  needs  and  seeks  counsel  and  comfort. 
But  with  the  exception  of  these  particular  and  extreme  oases,  our 
Church  does  not  point  to  any  special  confession  of  sin  to  be  made  hy 
the  penitent  to  the  minister ;  much  less  does  our  Church  warrant  in¬ 
quisitorial  interrogatories  to  be  addressed  by  the  minister  to  the 
penitent,  least  of  all  inteiTogatories  from  which  the  sensitiveness  of 
fbmale  delicacy  shrinks,  against  which  the  instinct  of  manly  spirit 
rebels.  Tell  the  penitents  to  confess  their  sin,  but  to  confess  it  unto 
God,  to  their  Heavenly  Father,  who  heareth  in  secret,  and  who  when 
he  heareth  will  forgive.  Tell  them  to  confess  their  sin  to  Christ, 
whose  ear  is  ever  open  to  hear  their  cry,  to  hear  it  with  all  the  ten¬ 
derness  of  human  svmpathy,  with  all  the  saving  elRcacy  of  a  Divine 
,  Bedeemer’i  love.  Ho  sigh  of  repentant  sorrow  is  so  faint  as  to  escape 
‘  that  ear,  no  confession  of  rallt  that  is  of  so  deep  a  dye  as  to  repel  the 
pity  or  defile  the  purity  of  that  spotless  nature ;  no  stricken  outcast 
that  will  not  find  a  shelter  there ;  no  broken  heart  that  will  not  find 

?faoc.  'The  Saviour's  voice  still  calls  every  sinner  to  repentance. 

ell  all  that  travail  and  arc  heavy  laden  to  go  to  him,  and  he  will 
give  them  rest  For  our  own  part  onrs  is  a  solemn  office— to  be 
ministers  of  Christ  and  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God.  Of  our¬ 
selves  we  are  not  able  adequately  to  ftilfil  our  charge.  Lot  us  pray 
that  He  will  nuke  us  able.  Let  us  pray  that  He  will  give  us  energy 
and  knowledge,  and  that  without  which  energy  and  knowledge  are  of 
little  irorth,  a  charitable,  pescefril,  and  humble  mind.  While  we  arc 
fiiithfal  to  our  Church,  and  maintain,  as  we  are  bound,  its  doctrine 
and  discipline^  and  authority,  let  ns  at  the  same  time  respect  the 
rights  of  oonaeience  in  other  men,  and  allow  them  the  same  li^rty  of 
Judraent  that  we  claim  tor  ourselves.

CHURCH-RATE  ABOLITION  IN  THE  PARISHES. 

As  it  is  stated  that  the  Government  are  ia  search  of  informatioa 
whereon  to  found  a  Church-rate  Bill  next  session,  it  is  hoped  that 
th^  will  not  reatriet  their  inquiriaa  to  eccleaiaatical  funouonariea, 
ana  te  aeven  yeara’  averages,  but  will  take  particular  note  of  current 
events,  aa  inditing  how  little  likely  they  are  to  succeed  in  passing 
a  measure  if  it  be,  as  is  given  out,  one  of  a  halting  and  compromising 
character.  Looking  through  the  record  of  what  has  been  enected  by 
the  Anti-Church-rate  party  during  the  month  of  September,  we  find 
that  they  have  succeeded  in  defeating  attempts  to  obtain  rates  at 
Cheadle,  Gainsborough,  Silkstone  (Yorkshire),  Brasted  fKent), 
Waddingham  (Lincolnshire),  and  Llanfair  (Montmmenrshire)  ;  and 
that  at  Kingsbridge,  at  St  Peter’s,  Worcester,  ana  at  Gillingham,  it 
has  been  amicably  reeolved  that  voluntary  contributions  shall  be 
asked  for  in  lieu  of  a  rate.  At  Westbury-on-Trym,  Bristol,  where 
there  was  a  severe  orrateet  last  year,  the  churchwardens  have  sent 
round  requests  for  the  payment  of  a  voluntary  rate.  At  Eastboum& 
where  a  rate  had  been  carried,  it  has  been  thought  prudent  to  expend 
money  already  in  hand,  instead  of  collecting  it.  All  these  are  clear 
gains  to  the  voluntaries,  who  have  been  going  on  at  the  same  rate 
every  month  since  the  liorda  threw  out  their  bill.  And  what  have 
their  opponents  to  show  ?  Merely  triumphs  at  Croydon,  where  they 
have  increased  their  majority,  and  at  Weymouth,  where  the  rate  has 
j\ut  been  contested  for  tne  first  time.  They  have,  to  be  sure,  carried 
a  rate  after  a  fashion  at  Towoester,  where  the  chairman  refused  a 
poll  of  the  entire  parish,  and  at  Christ  Church,  Newgate  street, 
where  the  proceedings  were  vitiated  by  the  refusal  to  put  le^^ 
amendments.  In  fact,  it  is  chiefly  by  means  of  such  irregularities 
that  rates  are  now  obtained  in  plaoM  where  they  are  vigorously 
opposed.  Thus  at  Ipswich,  instep  of  sending  notices  through  the 
parish,  as  heretofore,  the  churchwardens  have  put  them  up  ^  the 
churches  only,  and  where  they  cannot  be  seen,  and  a  North  Wales 
rector  has  actually  held  a  ves^  meeting  in  the  middle  of  morning 

Erayers,  to  put  the  enemv  off  the  scent.  Two  other  incidents  should 
e  noticed,  as  showing  the  strong  determination  of  populous  parishes 
to  get  rid  of  the  exaction,  vix.,  that  at  Cheadle  between  2,000  and 
8, (MO  persons  attended  the  meeting,  and  that  at  Camberwell  between 
600  and  700  ratepayers  hare  been  summoned  as  defaulters. — *  Daily 
News.’

Tas  AnAtmc  IxtfeoniVR. — At  the  beginning  of  the  week  the 
hnpM  of  the  public  were  raised  by  a  telegraphic  message  received  at 
Halifax,  Nova  Beotia,  from  New  lork,  on  the  23rd  alt.,  and  brought 
to  England  by  the  Asia  which  arriv^  at  Liverpool  on  SaturSy, 
announcing  that  the  cable  waa  *’all  right,**  while  other  accounts 
stated  that  "  satisfactoiT  signals  had  bean  received  at  Trinity  Bay, 
Newfoundland,  through  the  Atlantic  Cable  during  tha  last  throe 
dayt.”  Whatever  expectations  might  have  been  raised  by  ^ese 
announcements  roust  have,  we  imagme,  been  dissipated  by  tha  report 
addressed  to  the  Chairman  and  Di^tors  of  the  Atlantic  Telejj^h 
Company,  on  the  30th  ult,  ^  Mr  'W.  T.  Henley,  the  electrical 
engineer  of  St  John  street,  Clerkenwell,  which  was  published  on 
W^nesday.  In  that  report  Mr  Henley  sets  out  by  deolariog,  as  an 
undoubted  fact,  that  the  insulation  is  very  seriously  impair^.  He 
tests  the  cable  by  connecting  one  pole  of  a  voltaic  battery  to  the  end 
of  the  cable  with  a  nlvanometer  in  circuit  and  the  other  battery  pole 
to  the  earth.  Re  finds  a  resistance  to  the  current  equal  to  very 
nearly  300  mib  s  of  the  copper  wire,  in  fact,  to  290  miles  altogether. 
By  "  resistance,”  he  explains,  is  meant  the  impeding  force  more  or

That  fault  he  shows  to  he  perpetually  reverting 
to  Its  original  condition,  when  he  says  that  on  reversing  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  too  current  hydrogen  is  evolved,  which  (hydrogen)  by 
reducing  the  oxide  and  cleaning  the  wire,  brings  the  fault  hack  to  its 
former  State.”  Mr  Henley,  however,  reduces  the  evil  to  this  condi¬ 
tion  : — **  one  fact,”  says  he,  **  is  unquestionably  established,  and  that 
is  —  the  fault  is  not  beyond  three  hundred  miles !  ”  Nevertheless 
such  is  the  amount  of  friction  constantly  going  on  in  the  harbour  of 
Talentia,  upon  the  rocks  and  shingle,  that  he  aUtmgly  urges  the 
submersion  of  ‘‘  some  length  ”  of  the  shore  end — a  recommendation, 
however,  whioh  has  already,  as  Mr  Saward  informs  ns,  been  happily 
anticipated.  Another  rather  startling  view,  taken  hy  Mr  Henley,  of 
the  fault  now  intotrupting  electric  communications  netweeti  Ireland 
and  America,  is  elpressed  plainly  enou(^  where  he  intimates  tha^in 
his  opinion,  it  existed  in  the  cable  before  it  was  submerged.  The 
conclusions  at  which  he  ultimately  arrives  are  these : — Aft^  recom¬ 
mending  that  the  cable  should  be  raised  some  fifteen  miles  out  and 
tested,  he  adds,  **  I  cannot  say  I  have  any  hopes  of  the  fiinlt  befog 
found  within  that  distancei,  but  as  it  would  not  be  attended  with  any 
trouble  or  risk,  I  think  it  worth  the  triaL  If  the  inlary  is  in  the 
deep  soundings,  I  believe  any  attempt  to  raise  it  would  be  the  means 
of  breaking  we  cable  and  losing  the  end  altogether.  If  the  state  of 
the  cable  should  not  get  worse,  I  am  still  in  hopes  of  its  being 
rendmred  workable  by  fc^smitting  signals  *  alotvlv,*  by  having  delioate 
receiving  apparatus,  and  by  adopting  means  for  neutraliung  the 
earth  current.”

The 
Bsihop  of  Durham  vimted  the  scene  of  the  catastrophe  on  Saturday, 
and  administered  spiritual  consolation  to  those  whose  relations  »n/i 
friends  had  been  so  suddenly  cut  off  j  and  he  addressed  a  few 
earnest  ohservationB  to  those  who  had  been  rescued  firom  a  terrible 
death.  Throughout  Sunday  and  Sunday  night  men  were  actiyely 
employed  in  nlling  up  the  staple,  twenty-five  fathoms  in  depth, 
which  communicates  with  the  di^  and  it  u  believed  that  the  fire  in 
the  drift  has  now  been  put  out  by  the  stoppage  of  the  ventilation. 
Before  this  measure  was  resorted  to  the  fire  was  burning  fiercely  on 
both  sides  of  the  drift.

Murder  and  Suicide.— On  Wednesday  afternoon  a  shocking 
tragedy  took  place  at  the  village  of  Forton,  near  Garstang, 
about  twelve  miles  from  Preston.  A  young  Tnan  named  Robert 
Bond,  the  son  of  a  retired  gentleman  living  atForton,  shot  dead  Mary 
Hannah  Wainman,  a  young  lady  whom  he  had  b^n  courting  for 
some  time,  and  afterwards  blew  out  his  brains  in  the  drawing-room 
of  his  father* s  house.  The  following  appear  to  have  been  the  facts  i

Fifty  of  those  who  have  been  saved  fi^im  the  Aust^  have,  no 
doubt,  long  before  t-Ri*,  'reached  Halifax,  in  Nova  Scotia,  and  the 
next  packet  from  New  York  wUl  probably  bring  particulars  of  the 
dreadful  calamity.  Eighteen  of  the  unfortunate  creatures  saved  have, 
it  is  likely,  before  this  been  landed  at  Fayri.  None  of  the  English 
mail  packets  touch  there,  so  that  it  is  uncertain  when  we  hear  of 
them.  The  Austria  caught  fire  nine  days  after  she  left  England, 
and  when  she  must  have  completed  about  three -fourths  ot  her 
voyage  to  New  York.

August,  when  the  prisoner  came  up  with  a  mended  chiim  plate  in  her 
hand,  and  asked  me  if  any  of  our  china  wanted  repairing.  I  ^d 
“  No,  I  believe  not,  but  my  mistress  is  not  at  home.”  “  Oh,  well,” 
said  she,  “  never  mind ;  it  is  only  an  excuse  I  have  in  carrying  this 
plate ;  my  real  business  is,  that  I  go  about  doing  good  to  poor  girls 
who  are  out  at  service,  and  if  you  do  as  I  tell  you  it  will  be  pounds 
in  your  pocket.”  She  then  told  me  that  I  must  collect  toother 
articles  of  clothing  to  the  amount  of  at  least  2/.,  tie  them  up  into  a 
bundle,  and  then  give  them  to  her,  to  carry  to  Addison-road  church 
yard  and  consecrate  Uiem  by  reading  and  praying  over  them.  She 
told  me  that  the  heavier  the  bundle  was  the  better ;  so  I  brought  down 
a  large  bundle  containing  things  worth  at  least  3/. ;  indtei^  nearly  all 
that  1  possessed,  for  there  were  four  of  my  dresses,  one  pair  of  boots, 
a  mantle,  two  petticoats,  a  chemise,  two  pairs  of  stockings,  a  bonnet, 
a  nightcap,  and  my  parasol,  and  she  told  mo  to  wrap  them  all  up  in 
any  old  reg  I  might  have,  and  I  did  so.  She  also  said  that  she 
usually  carried  about  with  her  a  bottle  filled  w’ith  dragon's  blood,  but 
that  she  unfortunately  had  not  got  it  with  her  just  then.  She  asked 
me  if  I  had  any  plate  in  the  house,  or  any  satin  dresses  belonging  to 
my  mistress,  as,  if  I  had,  she  would  put  them  into  the  bimdle  also,  to 
make  it  heavier  and  better.  I  said  nothing  to  that ;  I  only  wve  her 
my  own  things.  When  she  was  going  away  with  them  she  said, 
“  Now  I  must  leave  some  gold  with  you,”  and  she  put  a  handkerchief 
into  the  bosom  of  my  dress,  and  told  me  to  be  careful,  as  there  were 
two  sovereigns  in  it,  and  I  was  to  keep  it  there  until  she  returned 
from  consecrating  the  bundle.  I  said  I  would  do  so,  and  she  left  the 
house  with  the  bundle,  and  after  waiting  about  twenty  minutes  I  thought 
the  time  hod  expired,  and  took  the  handkerchief  out  of  my  bosom  to 
look  at  the  two  sovereigns.  It  took  me  about  ten  minutes  to  open  it, 
it  was  tied  and  pinned  up  in  such  a  curious  manner,  and  when  I  did 
get  it  open  I  only  found  two  farthings  inside  it.  When  1  made  this 
discovery  I  felt  sure  I  had  been  robbed  of  my  clothes,  so  when  my 
mistrere  came  home  I  told  her  how  I  ha»l  bceu  served,  and  she  told ' 
me  to  give  information  to  the  police,  and  1  did.  Caroline  Ixiton,  a 
rirl  of  17  or  18,  in  tho  rervico  of  a  lady  residing  on  Golden  terrace, 
Bamsbury  Park,  Islington,  was  the  next  complainant,  and  from  her 
evidence  it  seemed  as  though  the  prisoner  had  a  oonfederate  in 
carrying  out  her  system  of  plunder,  for  the  witness,  on  Friday 
fortiu|bt,  was  first  accosted  by  another  woman,  who  arrested  her 
attention  with  the  same  question  about  mending  broken  china,  and 
the  prisoner,  on  seeing  the  girl  was  likely  to  bo  trapped,  stepped 
hastily  up  and  rent  the  first  woman  away.  The  prisoner  then 
privately  asked  her  if  she  would  not  like  to  have  her  fortune  told, 
and  on  the  witness  hesitating,  on  the  ground  that  she  had  no  money, 
the  prisoner  told  her  that  that  was  no  obstacle,  as  she  did  not  take 
money  at  the  time,  and  hinted  confidentially  that  her  name  was 
Baker,  and  that  she  lived  in  James  street,  ClerkenwelL  Having  then 
got  into  the  passage  of  the  house,  and  premised  that  she  should  only 
charge  her  sixpence,  which  would  certoiiily  not  ruin  her,  she 
mysteriously  asl^  to  look  at  her  hand,  and  on  the  girl  giving  it  to 
hCT  she  closely  scanned  the  lines  of  it,  expressed  her  satisfaction,  and 
assured  her  that  “  she  would  soon  have  a  gentleman  and  a  great  many 
children,”  which  announcement  so  pleased  the  witness  that  she

The  jury  also  cen¬ 
sured  in  the  strongest  terms  the  principle  of  allowing  the  public  to 
travel  in  a  second-class  break -carriage  when  the  break  is  exposed  to 
the  use  of  passengers  and  unprotected  by  any  servant  of  the 
company.  Cook  was  then  committed.  Against  the  opinion  attached 
to  the  preceding  verdict  a  protest  has  been  entered  by  four  of  the 
jury,  who  have  published  a  letter  in  which  they  say — “We 
consider  the  imputation  of  gross  insubordination  on  the  part  of  the 
station-masters,  and  the  apparent  unconcern  of  higher  officials,  not 
warranted  by  tho  evidence;  and  the  second  charge,  that  sufficient 
care  is  not  u^  in  selecting  the  materials  required  for  chains,  Ac.,  is 
contrary  to  the  evidence  p^uced  before  us,  and  is  a  gross  libel  upon 
the  managers,  engineers,  and  scientific  witnesses  brought  before  us 
during  the  inquiry.” 

The  Colliery  on  Fire  near  OuRiLvit. — Seventy-six  Lives 
SAVED. — The  neighbourhood  of  the  pit  was  a  scene  of  great  excite¬ 
ment  during  the  .whole  of  yesterday  week,  but  the  anxiety  of  the 
multitude  was  greatly  alleviated  about  ten  o'clock,  when  a  lad 
named  Emmerson  was  brought  up  ahve  by  John  Nicholson,  a  sinker 
at  Castle  colliery,  who  was  the  first  man  to  venture  down  the  pit 
to  see  the  exact  state  of  affairs.  It  appeared  that  the  explosion  took 
place  in  the  middle  of  the  shaft,  and  set  fire  to  the  main  brattice,  a 
considerable  portion  of  which  was  burnt  when  Nicholson  descend^. 
Having  heard  men  shouting  for  assUtance  he  went  down  to  them, 
and  was  enabled  to  bring  bock  the  joyful  tidings  that  aU  was 
believed  to  be  safe.  The  1^  Emmenon  seemed  to  be  a  light-hearted 
fellow,  for  it  is  said  that  he  actually  laughed  as  he  was  being  con¬ 
veyed  into  one  of  the  houses  near  the  pit.  After  him  there  were 
constant  deliveries  of  men  and  boys  during  the  day,  each  fresh  escape 
fixim  the  jaws  of  death,  as  it  were,  ^ing  a  source  of  heartfelt 


ine  latai  snot,  it  seems  mat  me  murderer  Bond  bad  been  paying 
his  addresses  to  his  victim,  and  some  little  difference  having  arisen 
between  them,  his  mind  was  lashed  into  such  a  state  of  frenzy  that 
he  perpetrated  this  diabolical  murder  in  broad  daylight.  He  then 
deliberately  walked  home,  and,  entering  the  drawing-room  in  his 
father* s  house,  loaded  his  gun  and  placed  the  muzzle  in  Ri«  mouth. 
The  next  moment  he  pulled  back  the  trigger,  and  blew  off  the  top 
part  of  his  head.  Bond  was  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and  Ri»  victim 
only  nineteen  years  old. 

Attemitted  Murder  of  a  Pouce  Inspector.— At  the  Wool¬ 
wich  Police-court,  on  Thursday,  Edward  Mark  Council,  a  pensioner, 
sixty -three  years  of  ag^  was  charged  with  attempting  to  murder 
W.  J.  Budd,  inspector  of  police  at  Woolwich  Dockyard,  by  shooting 
him  with  a  pistol.  Martha  White  deposed  that  on  the  previous 
afternoon  she  was  near  the  dockyard  main  gate,  when  sR<-  saw  the 
prisoner  walking  close  behind  Mr  Budd.  She  saw  Rim  level  a  pistol, 
fnd  immediately  a  fiiash  and  an  explosion  took  plsne,  and  witness 
perceived  that  Mr  Budd  was  shot.  Police-constable  Willis  heard, 
the  report  of  a  pistol,  and  saw  the  prisoner  in  the  act  of  making  off^ 
but  he  was  pursued  and  immediately  caught  hy  Mr  Budd,  who  was 
wounded,  and  who  held  the  prisoner  by  the  collar.  Police-sergeant 
Ryan  corroborated  this  evidence,  and  deposed  that  he  saw  the 
prisoner  in  the  grasp  of  Mr  Budd,  who  held  Rim  tightly  by  his  coat 
collar,  and  witoess  saw  that  at  this  moment  the  prisoner  was  in  the 
act  of  cocking  a  second  pistol,  when  witness  seized  Rim  and  threw 
him  down  on  his  back,  'i'he  prisoner  held  the  second  pistol  tightly 
in  his  hand,  and  witness  had  some  difficulty  to  get  it  from  him.  From 
other  evidence  it  appeared  that  the  prisoner  was  searched  at  the 
station-house,  and  a  letter  was  foimd  in  his  possession  addressed  to  n 
waiter  residing  at  the  Black  Eagle  Taven,  opposite  the  Dockyard. 
This  letter  dieted  the  waiters  to  rive  up  a  parcel  of  papers  and 
documents,  which  were  delivered  to  toe  police,  when  it  was  found  to 
be  addres^  to  Mr  G.  J.  Carttar,  Coroner  for  West  Kent  The 
parcel  was  therefore  forwarded  to  Mr  Carttar,  who  found  that  it 
contained  numerous  letters,  memorials,  &c.,  setting  forth  that  the 
prisoner  had  been  ill-treated  and  discluurged  without  just  cause  from . 
his  employment  at  the  dockyard  One  letter,  written  closely  over 
six  sheets  of  foolscap  paper,  was  specially  addressed  to  the  coroner, 
and  stated  that  at  the  tone  it  was  read  by  the  coroner  toe  writer 
would  be  a  corpse  ;  but  he  wished  to  send  such  information  as  would 
enable  the  jury  to  arrive  at  a  proper  conclusion  at  the  inquest  which:' 
would  be  hel^  as  he  intended  to  shoot  Mr  Budd  for  oommittoig 
peijury,  and  causing  him  (the  prisoner)  to  be  discharged  frum  his 
employment,  and  he  then  intended  to  shoot  himself.  Another  dO' 
cument  was  a  memorial  addressed  to  Lord  Palmerston  by  the  prisoner 
in  January,  1857.-  This  memorial  extends  over  twenty-four  pa^es> 
and  contains  the  following  statement My  Lord,— The  writer 
of  this,  Edward  Mark  Coun^  was  discharged  from  the  Sappers  and 
Miners  after  twento-one  years’  servitude  on  a  pension  of  Is.  8d.  per 
day.  I  fought  and  bled  for  my  country  during  the  Peninsular  war, 
and  at  the  siege  of  St  Sebastian  I  was  one  of  toe  storming  psrty.  I 
was  at  the  battle  of  the  Nive  in  1814.  I  fought  in  the  Netherlandi ' 
in  181^  ;  and  in  the  same  year  I  was  severely  wounded  at  toe  assault 
on  the  town  of  Bayonne,  in  France,  and  for  which  I  received  a  medal 
with  three  clasps.  I  afterwards  served  six  years  in  Canada,  and  wa®

On  Inursdsy 
week  toe  deceased  was  engaged  cleaning  windows,  and  had  a  pair  of 
steps  for  the  purpose,  but  they  were  not  high  enough  to  enable  him 
to  reach  the  top  of  the  windows.  He  therefore  got  up  on  the  points  of 
the  railing,  but  had  not  been  in  that  position  long  before  he  lost  his 
bailee  and  fell  upon  the  spikes  with  much  violence,  the  points  of 
which  penetrated  the  lower  part  of  his  body.  He  was  quickly  ex¬ 
tricated  and  conveyed  in  a  cab  to  Chaiing-croas  Hospital,  where, 
^r  much  agony,  he  expired.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
“  Acudental  death.” 

Fatal  Accident  in  the  Surrey  Theatre. — On  Monday  night 
a  very  melancholy  accident  occurred  at  the  Surrey  Theatre  :-^he 
moment  the  doors  were  thrown  open  there  was  a  rush  to  every  part  of 
toe  house,  more  esneciallv  to  the  nit  and  iralleriMi. 
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•'  Dbath  TBOit  Chlobotobm. — On  Monday  an  inouest  waa  held 
at  the  Ophthalmic  Hoapital,  Moorfidda,  upon  the  body  of  Daniel 
Pheby,  aged  eight  yeara,  who  died  in  that  inatitution  from 
the  effecta  of  ^orofonny  adminiatered  nrepaomtory  to  hia  un> 
derg^g  an  operation.  _  J .  Pheby, ^  the  boy’a  father  atated  that 
on  Tueaday  week  hia  wife  took  their  child  to  be  operated  upon 
for  a  caat  in  hia  eyea,  and  waa  told  to  bring  him  again  on 
Friday.  Witaeaa  accordingly  took  him,  and  went  up  into  a 
room  were  aeveral  othera  were  waiting.  Whilat  there  a  little 
boy  waa  brought  out  who  had  been  operated  upon  and  hia  eyea 
were  bleeding.  Witneaa'a  child  aaw  this,  and  aeemed  much  alarmed, 
b^ging  that  they  B^ould  nrit  take  him.  The  nurae  who  came  out, 
after  aome  reaiatimce,  took  the  child  in,  and  witneaa  atayed  outaide. 
He  looked  through  the  keyhole  and  aaw  them  adminiater  the 
chloroform.  In  about  three  minutea  the  child  cried  again,  and 
beg|^  they  would  not  do  it.  Witneaa  again  looked,  and  aaw  them 
agam  giving  chloroform.  The  child  then  became  ailent,  and  witness 
was  kept  about  an  hour  in  suspense,  during  which  he  several  times 
asked  how  the  child  was  doing,  and  was  told  all  right.  At  the  end 
of  that  time  Mr  Baber,  the  house  surgeon,  came  and  told  him  that  bis 
child  had  not  taken  it  as  the  other  child  had,  and  it  waa  dead.  He 
said  the  chloroform  was  adminiatered  as  they  do  at  the  London 
Hoanital  —  put  upon  a  piece  of  lint  Mr  Uoyd  gave  it,  and 
another  gentleman,  whose  name  witness  did  not  know,  watched 
the  pulse.  Chloroform  was  given  a  second  time,  when  the 
gentleman  said  pulsation  had  stopped,  and  the  heart  ceased;  but 
the  child  still  breathed,  and  for  about  three  qriarters  of  an  hour 
they  sought  by  stimulants  and  artificial  means  to  keep  up  respiration, 
but  it  was  of  no  avail.  He  did  not  think  that  any  apparatus  to 
produce  respiration  would  have  been  so  likely  to  have  answered  as 
the  means  which  they  did  adopt.  Witness  was  present  at  the  post¬ 
mortem  examination  of  the  child’s  body,  which  appeared  quite 
healthy.  He  had  no  doubt  that  death  arose  from  the  cmoroform,  but 
the  immediate  way  it  caused  it  he  could  not  say.  He  thought  it  was 
apemicious  gas  which  operated  upon  the  sensitive  nerves  of  the  body. 
The  child  struggled  whilst  the  chloroform  was  administered,  but  not 
more  than  chil^n  generally  did.  The  witness  saw  the  previous 
child  taken  out,  and  there  was  no  blood  upon  it  Mr  Harkness 
described  that  chloroform  was  administered  three  times,  when  Mr 
Foster,  who  was  attending  the  pulse,  saw  the  child  turn  pale,  and  it 
was  then  found  that  it  had  ceased  to  beat  He  thought  the  immediate 
cause  of  death  paralysis  of  the  heart,  but  in  the  present  state  of 
science  should  not  like  to  nve  that  as  his  opinion.  Mr  Lloyd, 
surgeon,  did  not  think  that  fear,  produced  frt>m  seeing  the  other 
chil^  would  have  had  the  effect  of  interfering  with  me  action  of 
chloroform.  Michael  Foster  said  that  he  was  a  member  of  the 
College  of  Surgeons,  but  not  in  practice.  He  was  present,  but 
not  officially  attending  the  deceased.  Witness  held  his  hands. 
Deceased  struggled  much,  and  witness  occasionally  lost  pos¬ 
session  of  the  pulse,  and  had  felt  it  about  a  minute  before  he 
noticed  the  child  trim  pale.  He  did  not  think  that  a  casualty 
could  occur  during  that  time.  The  Coroner  then  asked  whether 
any  suTOrior  officer  of  the  hospital  was  present,  and  being 
answered  in  the  negative,  summed  up,  commenting  upon  the  fact 
of  the  attending  the  pulse  of  the  child  being  entrusted,  as  it  was, 
to  a  sort  of  amateur,  and  expressed  a  hope  that  for  the  future  it 
would  be  properly  attended  to  The  jury  found  that  deceased  came 
to  his  d<«th  from  the  effects  of  the  cmoroform,  and  the  coroner 
suggested  that  for  the  future  patients  who  had  been  operated  upon 
sho^d  not  return  throu^  where  othera  were  waiting.

Thb  Gekat  Salt  Lak>  in  ths  Mormon  Terettobt. — The 
waters  are  remarkably  clear,  and  the  daily  bathing  in  them  is 
delightful,  yet  one  swallow  of  the  water  is  pbsitiveiy  suffocating. 
Anything  dipped  in  the  water  when  the  latter  evaporates  becomes 
.  coated  with  the  bitter  saline  particles,  so  as  to  make  the  body  of  the 
bather  on  coming  out,  if  he  remain  a  little  time  in  the  sun,  look  com¬ 
pletely  frosted.  It  is  not  possible  to  sink  in  it.  Tou  fioat  like  a  cork. 
You  cannot  be  drowned,  although  a  mouthful  of  the  water  goes  well- 
nigh  to  kill.  The  bottom  is  a  mixture  of  sand  and  sulphur,  but  the  shores 
are  covered  with  a  white  crust  of  salt.  There  are  several  islands  in  the 
lake,  which  is  supplied  with  fresh  water  only  by  the  inlets,  of  which  the 
Jordan  is  the  chief.  On  these  islands  there  are  establishments  for 
evaporating  the  water  by  boiling,  and  thus  making  salt  The  lake  is 
lam,  eighty  or  ninety  miles  in  length,  by  forty  or  fifty,  or  more, 
wiu  white  beaches,  caused  by  the  salt  In  aome  directions  dark 
brown  mountains  tower  upwaras  in  lin^  broken  bv  higher  solitary 
reaks  in  the  lake  islands.  Over  its  white  shores,  wnen  Uie  wind  is 
nigh,  the  lake, — generally  placid  and  heavy,  and  smooth  as  a  mirror 
— tosses  its  heavT  waves  m  angry  foam  upofi  its  solitary  shores,  so 
as  then  to  resemble  the  ocean  so  much,  it  might  be  mistaken  for  it, 
the  horizon  line  helping  the  deception.  The  Utah  Lake  comes  into 
the  Great  Salt  Lake  by  what  is  called  the  Utah  outlet.  Some  of  the 
bays  in  this  lake  exhibit  a  pleasing  contrast  with  the  dreariness  of 
the  shores  in  other  parts.  Smooth  beaches,  and  the  mountain  idopes 
uproaching  nearer,  vary  one  of  the  most  singu^  scenes  in  the  world. 

Dead  Sea  in  Palestine  is  but  a  pond  to  this  great  lake,  which  is 
itself  as  large  as  half  the  territory  of  Palestine.  At  sunset  the  lake 
often  takes  the  appearance  of  a  sheet  of  fi^  bordered  by  its  pale 
snowy  shores,  as  if  they  stood  round  a  glowing  fiimace.  There  are 
warm  springs  strongly  impregnated  with  sulphur  near  the  shores  of 
the  lake.  They  malte  their  appearance  at  the  foot  of  a  precipice  at  a 
temperature  of  91  deg.  Fahrenneit.  The  waters  are  too  nauseous  to 
be  palatable  as  physic,  even  to  drinkers  at  Harrogate  of  the  sulphur¬ 
eous  product  of  that  renowned  spring.— ATeic  Montklj/  Magatme  for 
Octobor. 

The  Midshipman's  Three  Dinners.— I  do  not  think  there  is  any 
harm  in  putting  the  following  story  on  record.  It  was  told  me,  many 
yearn  ago,  by  the  hero  of  i^  my  very  valued  friend  Captain  (after¬ 
wards  Admiral  Sir  Francis)  Beaufort.  There  are  many  men  in 
whose  mouths  such  a  story  would  pass  for  a  flourish  ;  but  all  who 
knew  Sir  Francis  Beaufort  also  knew  how  singularly  and  eminently 
free  he  was  from  all  disposition  to  exaggerate.  In  fact,  nothing  but 
the  notoriety  of  his  character  in  this  respect,  and  in  sevend  others 
which  tend  in  the  same  way,  would  justify  the  publication ;  to  gain 
him  the  reputation  of  a  mender  of  g(x>d  stories  would  be  rather  a 
difficult  task.  The  oddity  of  the  circumstance  struck  me  so  much 
that  I  remember  the  details,  and  almost  the  phrases.  We  were 
talking  of  a  midshipman's  appetite,  as  a  thing  which  bears  a  high 
character  for  energy  and  punctuality,  and  Captain  Beaufort  said  it 
had  never  been  fully  tried  bow  many  dinners  a  midshipman  could 
eat  in  one  day.  “  I,"  said  he,  ‘‘got  as  far  as  three.”  I  begged  to 
know  the  particulars,  and  he  gave  them  as  follows : — ”  I  hw  eaten 
my  dinner  at  the  midshipman’s  table,  and  a  very  good  one  as  I  always 
did.  After  it,  the  Captain’s  steward  came  up  and  said :  *  The 
Captain’s  compliments,  and  desires  the  favour  of  your  company  to 
diimer.*  ‘  But,  I’ve  dined,’  said  I.  ‘  For  mercy  sake  don't  say  that, 
sir,’  said  he,  ‘  for  I  shsll  be  in  a  scrape  if  you  do  ;  I  ought  to  have 
adied  you  this  morning,  but  I  forgot’  So  I  thought  I  must  go;  and 
two  hours  afterwards  I  did  go,  and  I  dined,  and  I  think  I  made  my 
usual  good  dinner.  Just  as  we  rose  from  table,  a  signal  was  made  by 
the  Admiral  to  send  an  officer  on  board,  and  as  it  was  my  turn,  I  had 
to  go  off  in  the  boat.  When  I  got  on  board  the  Admim’s  ship,  the 
Admiral  said  to  me :  “  Ah !  Mr  Beaufort,  I  believe.’  ‘  Yes,  sir,’  said  I. 
‘  Well,  Mr  Beaufort,’  said  he,  ‘  the  papers  you  are  to  take  back  will 
not  be  ready  this  half-hour ;  but  I  am  just  sitting  down  to  dinner, 
and  shall  be  glad  of  your  company.’  Now,  you  know,  as  to  a  niid- 
shipman  refusing  to  dine  with  the  Admiral,  there  are  not  the  words 


for  it  in  the  naval  dictionary.  So  I  sat  down  to  my  third  dinner, 
and  I  am  sure  I  did  very  well ;  and  I  got  back  to  my  own  ship  just 
in  time  for  tea.” — Notes  and  Qnenes. 

The  Real  Simon  Pure.— In  Nagler's  ‘  Kunstler-Lexicon,’  is  a 
whimsical  error  concerning  a  living  English  artist,  George  Cruik- 
shank.  Some  years  am),  Um  relative  merits  of  himself  and  brother 
were  oontrasteo  in  an  English  review,  and  George  was  spoken  of  as 
“  the  real  Simon  Pure,”  the  first  who  had  illustrated  scenes  of  “  Life 
in  London.”  Unaware  of  the  real  significance  of  a  quotation  which 
has  become  proverbial  amongst  us,  the  German  editor  begins  his 
memoir  of  Cfruikshank,  by  gravely  informing  us  that  he  is  an 
English  artist,  “  whose  real  name  is  Simon  Pure !”  Turning  to  the 
artists  under  the  letter  P,  we  accordingly  read : — “  PURE(8imon), 
the  real  name  of  the  celebrated  caricaturist,  George  Cniikshank.” — 
DisraelCs  OnriosUies  of  LiUrtdwrt.
